Developed Computers. 

Von Neumann made his H- 
bomb computations with the aid 
of “electronic. brains,” the auto- 
matic calculating devices which 
perform in minutes tasks that 
would take human mathema- 
ticians years to finish with pen- 
cil and paper. He has been a 
pioneer in perfection of these 
instruments. 

Born in Budapest and educat- 
ed in Berlin, Zurich and his 
home city, Von Neumann came 
to this country in 1931 as a visit- 
ing professor of mathematics at 
Princeton University. He liked 
America and has been here ever 
since. 

He taught at Princeton Uni- 
versity until 1933 when he 
switched to the faculty of the

He has served as president of 
the American Mathematics So- 
ciety and is a member of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences and 
numerous other learned ,;soci- 
eties.

Designed to Thwart Communism 


Rigid Curbs on’ German Arms, Military

Surprise Inspections Provided.

PARIS, Oct. 23 (AP)—Four- 


’ teen Allied nations signed inter- 


lacing pacts today to enlist and 
control most of the conquered 
German nation within their 
global defense system against 
Communism untif nearly 2000 
A.D. 


The government of Chancel- 
lor Adenauer solemnly §re- 
nounced the use of forte as an 
instrument of policy in the pro- 
cess. His signed declaration was 
part of a historic act that cli- 
maxed a four-year-long allied 
effort to line up German men 
and guns in defense of the West. 

The United States, Britain and 
Canada joined six West Euro- 
pean nations, first in London 
earlier this month and then in 
Paris this week, in building up 
a new European defense system. 
It has been designed to replace 
the European Defense Commun- 
ity which France rejected 54 
days ago. The United States and 
Canada, while helping to’ shape 
the alliance, will not be mem- 
bers. Seven countries agreed to- 
day to go into it—the six na- 
tions which would have gone 
into EDC, plus Britain.The EDC 


six are France, West Germany, 
Italy, Belgium, Holland and 
Luxembourg. 


Expansion of Brussels Pact. 

On this group the defense of 
Europe is to be based. 

It represents an enlargement 
of the 1948 Brussels alliance 
that bound its five members— 
Britain, France, Belgium, Hol- 
land and Luxembourg — auto- 
matically to fight if any of them 
in the next 44 years became the 
innocent victim of German ag- 
gression. The alliance—renamed 
the Western European Union— 


has been modified to admit West’ 


Germany and Italy, another war- 
time enemy, and to resist ag- 
gression no matter where it 
comes from. 


The seven nations of the 
group also will form the hard 
European core of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization into 
which the German federal re- 
public has been invited to join 
as its fifteenth member. 

A tight, complex pattern of 
control against runaway German 
rearmament ran through the 
four main agreements and a 
variety of supplementary ac- 
cords that were signed. 


Objective of Alliance. 


The agreements aim at: 

Ending the Amefican-Brit- 
fsh-French occupation of West 
Germany that began with the 
total surrender of the Third 
Reich in May 1945.

Ives also 
renewed two earlier charges that 
Harriman headed a firm which 
paid $250,000 to a crooked 
judge and was involved in a 
mining promotion that cost 
American investors $5,000,000. 
Harriman has called |. these 
charges “smears” and ‘“distor- 
tions.” 

“Wherever this man went, 
from Wall Street to Yalta to 
Tammany Hall, he left behind 
him & trail of misery,” Ives said 
of Harriman today. 

Interviews Ex-Employe. 

Ives brought out his union- 
busting charges against Harri- 
man by interviewing Frank Mas- 
sey, who said he and nearly 30 
other employes were fired on 
Sept. 27, 1947, and the Arden 
Farms dairy which Harriman 
Owned and operated in Orange 
county was shut down. 

Massey said he and the oth- 
ers, some of whom had worked 
for Harriman for more than 20 
years, 
tice, and evicted from their 
homes because of a dispute over 
days off. 

Massey said that before there 
was a union at the dairy farm 
he made $150 a month for work- 
ing seven days a week, 10 hours 
a day with only two days off a 
month. He paid $15 a month 
rent to Harriman for the home 
he occupied with his wife and 
four children. 

He said that he headed the 
organization of a union at the 
farm an that Harriman’s mana- 
ger first threatened to fire all 
‘those who joined the union and 
then offered a $12 monthly 
raise to all who did not join. A 
majority of the workers joined 
anyway, and the union was rec- 
ognized, Massey said. Their 
work week was reduced to 40 
hours and they recéived time and 
a half for all time worked over 
40 hours. He said that in two 
months his pay was more than 
doubled and all was going well

Cabot Lodge Jr. said today that 
the United Nations has played 
a decisive part in winning five 
major victories for the free 
world over Communism in its 
nine years of existence. 

Lodge, chief of the United 
States delegation, issued a spe- 
cial statement on the occasion 
of U.N. Day, which: will be ob- 
served throughout the world to- 
morrow, nine years after the 
Charter came into effect. 

“The U.N. Charter ... eX- 
presses a practical belief that 
international teamwork can keep 
the peace,” he said. “For th 
United States and the over- 
whelming majority of the 60 
members, adoption of this Char- 
ter was a great act of faith. 
For the Soviet Union alone, it 
was an act of cynicism.”

Judicial Procedures For 
Security Cases Suggested 


By New Member of AEC

COMPLETELY new approach to the problem of security of Government 
emploves'has been suggested by John von Neumann, one of the nation’s 
top mathematicians who was appointed today as a member of the Atomic 


Energy Commission, ' 

Everyone thinks of a security hearing 
as a trial, Von Neumann argues, so why 
not make it a judicial procedure, with 
all the traditional protections provided 
for the accused in a court trial? 


It would be up to Congress to order 
such a change, by enacting legislation to 
set up judicial security procedures, thus 
taking the matter out of the hands of the 
President. 

Von Neumann’s plan was made public 
last week in a transcript of hearings be- 
fore a House subcommittee investigating 
military research and development. The 
hearings had been held last June, as it 
happened, shortly before the Atomic 
Energy Commission announced its final 
decision in one of the nation’s most cele- 
brated security cases—that of J. Robert 
Oppenheimer. The decision barred Oppen- 
heimer permanently from access to atom- 
ie s@crets. 

New attention was drawn to the security 
program only last Thursday, when Navy 
Secretary Charles S. Thomas announced 
he had suspended the clearance of Edward 
U. Condon, former Director of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards. Condon, now 
director of research and development for 
the Corning Glass Company, was presi- 
dent of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science last year. 
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IN EMPHASIZING the problem of se- 
curity clearance, Von Neumann rejected 
the views expressed by man other sci- 
entists who testified. The security ques- 
tion appeared as a continual underlying 
theme through the 12 days of testimony, 
although the hearings ostensibly were de- 
voted to general problems of organiza- 
tion and administration of military re- 
search and development programs. 


The, scientists agreed that the nation 
faced a grave problem of maintaining 
morale in the scientific community—at 
a time when modern warfare must de- 
pend more than ever before on scientific 
progress. Faster missiles, faster planes, 
better detection of enemy attacks and 
more deadly methods of biological war- 
fare all require the enth@siastic co-op- 
eration of the men of science. 


Von Neumann expressed less alarm than 
have some others. He criticized ‘loose re- 
marks” that scientists will stop working 
for the Government because of the secur- 
ity measures. However, he called it a dis- 
turbing situation when many persons fear 
that “some trivial blot way back in their 
past” can cause them clearance trouble at 
any time. . 

“I mean,” he went on, “it igs.very dan- 
gerous that large numbers of people live 
in constant fear because some associations 
they had in the past, some indiscretions 
they have committed in the past may 
come back and damage them and nobody 
who is not absolutely unblemished knows 
for sure where he stands. Nobody knows 
what the methods of rehabilitation are, or 
if they exist. Also, to have once been 
dropped for security reasons is, for the 
average person and especially for small 
people, a professional catastrophe. ,.. To

| leaders are openly resentful or suspicious 
of SEATO’s aims. The threat of far greater 


and perhaps disastrous losses to the free 
world in Asia is much more urgent than 
is understood in this country. The seri- 
ousness of the crisis just ahead is such 
that if all Americans were united on the 
means to resolve it, with a determination 
to sacrifice if necessary in order to send 
great material resources to the aid of peo- 
ples struggling toward statehood, still dis- 
aster might not be averted. 

In India there is wide resentment of 
the American arms being sent to Pakis- 
tan. America’s standing is said to be at 
the lowest point in the history of the 
relations between the two countries. 

The Government of Indonesia has the 
problem of an undeclared civil war being 
waged by a Moslem faction that charges 
Communist domination in the capital. The 
economy is bogged down for lack of out- 
side capital. In considerable areas the 
Government has failed to impose its au- 
thority. 

The 85,000,000 Japanese living on islands 
with a-total territory much smaller than 
the State of California face a major eco- 
nomic crisis since American expenditures 
in the Korean war ceased. They must find 
an outlet for the goods they manufacture 


threat of Communism. The commission 
President Eisenhower sent to Japan to 
study the economic dilemma pointed to the 
inevitable necessity of trade with the main- 
land of China—Red China—if Japan is to 
survive. A minor complication is the im- 
placable hostility toward Japan of South 
Korea’s President Syngman Rhee which 
has blocked moves that might have meant 
an outlet for Japanese factories. 

This is a sketchy rundown of a situation 
that officials in Asia and returning visi- 
tors, have described as deteriorating at a 
geometric rate. It cannot be ignored nor 
is the mere provision of arms to SEATO 
powers anything like an adequate answer. 

On Nov. 3 when the shouting and the 
tumult are over, the whole grim business 
will be on America’s doorstep. Then in the 
wake of the political brawl the question 
will be whether an effective bipartisan- 
ship can be revived.

HOPEFUL PORTENTS can be found. 
Even in the heat of the campaign some 
Democrats have continued to work on the 
bipartisan line. Senator. Mike Mansfield 
of Montana, a member of the Senate For- 


_ eign Relations Committee, was designated 
by the ranking Democrat on that commit- 


tee, Senator Walter George of Georgia, to 
accompany Dulles to the Manila confer- 
ence. 

But the strain after the election is bound 
to be great, particularly as partisanship in 
the last days of the campaign goes beyond 
not merely the water’s edge but beyond all 
bounds of fair play and decency. If there 
is a Republican defeat of the proportions 
indicated by such barometers as Maine 
and Alaska, the right wing of the party 
will denounce the Eisenhower wing, there- 
by widening the dissension within his own 
party that has been one of the President's 
problems. This is certain to erupt in the 
fierce Senate debate over censure of Sen- 
ator Joseph, R. McCarthy (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, as recommended by the committee 
that sat in judgment on his conduct. 

In the matter of a bipartisan foreign 
policy, the Eisenhower’ Administration 
has never taken the kind of steps that 
the Truman Administration took to in- 
sure that in part at least the carrying 
out of foreign policy was non-political. 
In the previous Administration prom- 
inent and able Republicans were ap- 
pointed to difficult diplomatic posts. 

The appointment of some Democrats 
genuinely qualified for responsible posi- 
tions might contribute to a more truly 
bipartisan regard for the continuing lead- 
ership role that this country must take. 
But something on a much larger and more 
compelling scale seems to be required if 
the line is to be held and the Asian na- 
tions still outside the Iron Curtain are to 
be kept on the non-Communist side. Per- 
haps a nation-wide non-political commit- 
tee of leading citizens to alert America to 
the dangers just ahead and the need to 
meet those dangers with steady, resolute, 
far-reaching action would be a help. 

The danger is not only of dissension but 
of drift in the face of the divisions here at 
home. To follow the line of least resist- 
ance for two years could be fatal to Amer- 
ica’s position in the Far East. The damage 
done must be repeired. But a return to 
things as they were before the political 
artillery opened up is not enough. There 
must be action, broad, positive, dramatic, 
with a working unity abeve the spurious 
claims and the demogogic attacks of a po- 
litica] campaign, e

Douglas vs. Meek: A Vital Race 


No state's voters bear a heavier responsibility 
than do voters of Illinois in the congressional 
election a week from Tuesday. They will decide 
whether Paul H. Douglas is to continue in the 
Senate for a second term of six years—or is to 
be replaced by Joseph T. Meek. 


Few Senators have records that are so well 
and favorably Known as that of Paul Douglas. 


* The Illinoisan has backed President Eisenhower 


on such important issues as foreign aid, social 
security, public housing, public health and de- 
feat of the Bricker amendent to tie the exec- 
utive’s hands in international affairs. He has op- 
posed the President on the offshore oil giveaway, 
the blank check features of the atomic energy 
measure, dangerous public lands bills and other 
proposed legislation that he felt was against the 
interests of the people. 
* . s 

This is not to say that Senator Douglas’s rec- 
ord is perfect. We disagree with him on flexible 
farm price supports, for example. He worked for 
rigid 90 per cent supports and then voted 
for 8214 per cent rather than see the level 
drop to 75 per cent. But there can be no ques- 
tion that Paul Douglas has a very high batting 
average on the important issues. His readiness 
to support the President or to differ depending 
on the interests of the country, as he sees them, 
makes this high average possible. 

When a Democratic President was in office, 
Senator Douglas’s approach to public issues was 
the same. His masterful presentation of the 
economic facts was a major influence in the de- 
feat of the natural gas grab into the pockets of 
consumers. He has been against wasteful spend- 
ing on pork barrel projects in both Republican 
and Democratic administrations. For such serv- 
ices Washington correspondents and professional 
students of government chose him the “No. 1 
Senator” in three different polls. 

Paul Douglas was a distinguished citizen be- 
fore the voters of Illinois sent him to the Senate 
in 1948 with a tremendous 407,000 majority over 
Republican Senator C. Wayland Brooks. He 
served on Illinois, New York and Pennsylvania 
boards and commissions on unemployment com- 
pensation, housing, utilities and pensions and 
prepared legislation on these subjects. For 17 
years he was chairman of the Board of Arbitra- 
tion for the newspaper publishing industry. By 
vote of his university colleagues he became head 
of the American Economic Association. 

* . - 

And soon after Pearl Harbor, at the age of 50, 
he enlisted as a private in the Marines with 
whom he served in combat in the Pacific. He 
was cited for heroism in battle and awarded the 
Purple Heart for a shattered arm. 

In the light of this record it is no wonder 
that many newspapers, not only in Illinois but 
also in New York, Washington, Kentucky, Colo- 
rado, Wisconsin and other states are applauding 
Illinois voters ‘on their opportunity to re-elect 
Paul Douglas to the Senate. 

It is understatement to say that Mr. Meek’'s 
record suffers in contrast. The Republican nom- 


inee has had esséntially two main jobs in his 
career. He was public relations agent for the 
Illinois Chamber of Commerce and later editor 
of its publication. Then in 1935 he organized 
the Illinois Federation of Retailers and has been 
its president since. Thus, for the last two dec- 
ades, he has been a lobbyist at the Illinois 
Legislature. In that time he has opposed many 
pieces of important public welfare legislation, 
including minimum wage measures which he has 
described as “‘Socialistic in purpose and effect.” 
4 . . o 

Slum clearance, fair employment practices, 
public housing—these are Socialism to Mr. 
Meek. Indeed as recently as last July in an 
address at Decatur he listed bank deposit in- 
surance, installment. buying regulation, social 
security, veterans’ benefits, public works proj- 
ects, new tariff regulations, “even the Pres- 
ident’s Economic Council of Advisers” as either 
Socialistic or Communistic. 

This ridiculous catalogue led the pro-Eisen- 
hower, Republican Chicago Daily News to call 
Mr. Meek's statement the “most nohsensical 
publie utterance to come out of the campaign.” 

If Joseph T. Meek were«a Republican such as 
Senator John Sherman Cooper in Kentucky or 
former Representative Clifford P. Case in New 
Jersey, independent voters might well think 
twice before they chose between him and Sen- 
ator Douglas. But Mr. Meek is not that kind of 
Republican. He is just the opposite kind. He is 
pro-Bricker, pro-Jenner, pro-McCarthy. 

For all his belated fealty to what he calls the 
“Eisenhower crusade,” Mr. Meek is anti-Eisen- 
hower. In his primary campaign he said at 
Urbana: .“The mavericks and hybrids in Wash- 
ington today, passing as Republicans, are enough 
to turn your stomach.” He could have meant 
only President Eisenhower or the men around 
him who have had to come to grips with the 
primitive wing of the party. 

¢ * ~ * 

There is precious little doubt as to which 
Republican side Mr. Meek would line up on 
were he to go to Washington. He would join 
the wreckigg crew. He has said he would vote 
to pass, over President Eisenhower's opposition, 
the Bricker amendment which was defeated in 
the last session by only one vote—in effect by 
Senator Douglas’s vote. : 

Judging from his own words, Mr. Meek would 
be against the Eisenhower foreign trade pro- 
gram. Apparently he would oppose the U.N., 
which the President regards as vital. He 
might even join in the backstage maneuvering 
to drive Dwight D. Eisenhower out of politics, 
two years from now. Certainly all Mr. Meek’s 
sympathies are with the bitter-end cabal. 

That is the choice in Illinois. All the country 
will be watching to see how it is made. - If 
Lincoln’s state wants to give the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration strong support where it most de- 
serves support, at the same time retaining for 
itself the prestige that goes with possessing a 
distinguished Senator, it will welcome the chance 
to re-elect Paul Douglas. 


All Squared Away 


The Navy’s order to its men to brush off their 
uniforms and polish up their braid ought to 
make the crew look more seaworthy, and we are 
all for it. But the order to the gobs to square 
away their hats raises a difficult problem of 
navigation in an uncharted sea. 

Enlisted men often discuss the proper way to 
wear a hat, and it is not squared away like a 
mainsail in a calm. Some hold with a hat worn 
an inch and a half above the left eyebrow. Some 
argue for a six-degree list to windward. Thus 
the way a hat is worn is a mark of nautical in- 
dividuality which goes with a rolling gait. 

Without hazarding an opinion on who is right 
about it, we would guess it would be easier to 
induce an Air Force general to dedicate a 
super-carrier than to anchor a Sailor’s hat. 
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Once More. an Old Dream 

“The beginning of the realization of an ancient 
dream.” That is how Secretary of State Ache- 
son described the Paris conference of May 27, 
1952, at which the treaty setting up a European 
Defense Community was signed. 

Today, nearly two and a half years later, the 
hope of reconciling France and Germany through 
an international army dedicated to their com- 
mon defense has been shattered. But another 
Paris conference has given life to a new form 
of the ancient dream. Scarcely more than two 
months after the French Assembly rejected rati- 
fication of the EDC treaty, new treaties are 
signed to restore West German sovereignty and 
to incorporate limited German armed forces 
into the NATO defense of Europe. 

Having seen the high hopes of EDC vanish 
in two years, prudent observers will realize 
that those aroused by the substitute agreement 
may also be dashed in the two years that lie 
ahead. The French-German agreement on the 
Saar, which alone made possible signature of the 
other treaties, is plainly a provisional pact only. 
It can be upset by the Saarlanders, by the 
French Parliament, or by Chancellor Adenauer’s 
growing Socialist opposition, whose leaders sig- 
nificant'y refused to indorse the Paris agree- 
ment. 

Should the Saar dispute erupt again, it could 
become the pretext for rejection of the Euro- 
pean defense accords, either by Germany or by 
France. Or some diplomatic maneuver by the 
Soviet Union might upset the appie cart. 

Yet there are strong factors on the other 
side, too—elements which tend to cement this 
newest effort at European unification. One of 
the strongest is the fact that another collapse 
of joint defense plans would tempt both the 
United States and Britain to withdraw troops 
from the continent. 

As things are, troops of both nations are to 
remain indefinitely, both as a token of resolu- 
tion to defend Europe from Soviet attack, and 
as a token of resolution to keep German rearma- 
ment within safe bounds. Europe needs this 
American and British commitment so badly that 
to jeopardize it by further delays and disagree- 
ments would be madness from Europe’s own 
point of view. 

So we can hope that the great work done at 
Paris this week. will endure. Certainly that 
work represents the best judgment and best 
intentions of all the governments involved. No 
one nation imposed its views on the others, and 
the leadership was predominantly European as 
it needed to be. Nor can there be any doubt that 
the French and German governments which 
signed speak for a decided majority of their 
peoples at this moment. It is the common will 
of both peoples, undoubtedly, that the ancient 
enemies be reconciled, that aggressive war be 
renounced, that Europe be united. *

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Why the Comet Airliners Crashed 


It took just about the utmost in human inge- 
nuity, patience and labor to solve the mysterious 
crash of the British jet-powered Comet airliner 
which fell into the blue Mediterranean near the 
island of Elba last Jan. 10 with the loss of all 35 
persons aboard. 


This was the second of three Comet crashes 
with no survivors. Peristent rumors of sabotage 
multiplied and reports of faulty jet engines in- 
creased when the third 20-ton Comet fell off 
Naples on April 8. 

Now the London inquiry reveals that unpre- 
dictable and invisible menace—metal fatigue— 
as the qaause. Sir Arnold Hall, director of Brit- 
ain’s ultra-secret and widely renowned Farn- 
borough Air Research Center, said that he and 
his scientists had even checked the possibilities 
that the Comets might have met up with “a fly- 
ing saucer, a meteorite or a stratospheric grem- 
lin.” His aids flew some of the grounded Comets 
and pumped air into another in a tank of water 
until it flew to pieces. But it was the wreckage 
hauled up off Elba that gave the answer. 


There had been no SOS from this plane but a 
radio message broken off without explanation 
at 11:10 a.m. set the time of the explosion and 
fall from an altitude of 30,000 feet. The Royal 
Navy was given the task of locating and recover- 
ing the wreckage. A small fleet of ships dragged 
an area of 100 square miles at depths ranging 
from 200 to 600 feet. Winter storms added to 
the difficulties. Divers, diving bells, drags and 
television for viewing the sea floor resulted in 
the finding and hauling up of about 75 per cent 
of the weight of the plane. 


Shipped back to Britain, the broken and 
twisted pieces, some no bigger than a matchbox, 
were fitted onto a wooden framework of the 
plane. Scientists, aviation experts in various 
lines and others studied the wreckage. They 
found that the plane’s pressurized cabin struc- 
ture broke near a window, the compressed air 
bursting the shell open with the force of an 
exploding 100-pound bomb. 

All hands concerned with this remarkable 
piece of scientific detective work deserve great 
credit. Aviation all over the world will benefit 


from what probably was the most exhaustive™ 


autopsy ever held on any air disaster. 
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A Gift From Many Minds 


Europeans have sometimés thought that 
Americans worship science. Recent events raise 
a suspicion as to whether they may fear it. And 
a search for seme of the answers, and into both 
the dangers and opportunities which science 
creates, is in progress at Washington University. 


In his new role as Distinguished Service Pro- 
fessor of Natural Philosophy, Arthur H. Comp- 
ton organized a Conference on Science and Hu- 
man Responsibility. An example of its work is 
the Monday night discussion at Graham Chapel 
of the sources of strength of the East and West. 
This brings together Sarvepalli Radhakrishnan, 
Vice President of India; Hu Shih, former Chi- 
nese Ambassador; F. S. C. Northrup, professor 
of philosophy and law at Yale University, and 
Norman Cousins, editor of The Saturday Review, 


Here is a measure for laymen of the impact 
of science on thinking men. Dr. Hu Shih says, 


with wry humor, that he has hung up his shingle | 


2s a philosopher. Not anly science, he says, but 
the scientific method itself is making the great- 
est contribution to the ancient pursuit of sound 
philosophy and ethics. For the scientific meth- 
od, he believes, is in itself the search for truth, 
and cap only have an ennobling moral-effect on 
the mind of man. 


If that is so, the Washington University con- 


ference is a gift of intellectual generosity. It is 
a search for basic truths of a scientific age.

California’s *“‘Anti-Okie Law” 
Edwards v. California. 

Rich or penniless, Duncan’s citizen- 
ship under the Constitution pledges his 
strength to the defense of California as 
a part of the United States, and his 
right to migrate to any part of the land 
he must defend is something she must 
respect. 

Unless this Court is willing to say 
that citizenship of the United States 
means, at least this much to the citizen, 
then our heritage of constitutional privi- 
leges and immunities is only a promise 
to the ear to be broken to the hope, a 
teasing illusion like a munificent be- 
quest in a pauper’s will.

Struggles to coerce uniformity of sen- 
timent in support of some end,thought 
essential to their time and country 
have been waged by many good as well 
as by evil men. Nationalism is a rela- 
tively recent phenomenon but at other 
times and places the ends have been 
racial or territorial security, support of 
a dynasty or regime, and particular 
plans for saving souls. 

As first and moderate methods to at- 
tain unity have failed, those bent on 
its accomplishment 
must resort to an 
ever-increasing se- 
verity. As govern- 
mental pressure 
toward unity be- 
comes greater, so 
strife becomes more 
bitter as to whose 
unity it shall be. 

Probably no deep- 
er division of our 
people could pro- 
ceed from any prov- 
ocation than from 
finding it necessary 
to choose what doc- 
trine and whose 
program public educational officials 
shall compel youth to unite in embrac- 
ing. Ultimate futility of such attempts 
to compel coherence is the lesson of 
every such effort from the Roman 
drive to stamp out Christianity as a 
disturber of its pagan unity, the Inqui- 
sition as a means to religious unity, the 
Siberian exiles as a means to Russian 
unity, down to the fast failing efforts of 
our totalitarian enemies. 

Those who begin coercive elimination 
of dissent soon find themselves extermi- 
nating dissenters. Compulsory unifica- 
tion of opinion achieves only the una- 
nimity of the graveyard.

Korematsu v. United States 


I should hold that a civil court can- 
not be made to enforce an order which 
violates constitutional limitations even 
if it is a reasonable exercise of military 
authority. The courts can exercise only 
the judicial power, can apply only law, 
or they cease to be | courts and be- 
come instruments of military policy. 

Of course the existence of a military 
power resting on force, so vagrant, so 
centralized, so necessarily heedless of 
the individual, is an inherent threat to 
liberty. But I would not lead people to 
rely on this Court for a review that 
seems to be wholly delusive. The mili- 
tary reasonableness of these orders can 
only be determined by military superi- 
ors. If the people ever let command of 
the war power fall into irresponsible 
and unscruphuous hands, the courts 
wield no power equal to its restraint. 
The chief restraint upon those who 
command the physical forces of the 
country, in the future as in the past, 
must be their responsibility to the po-

New York’s Released-Time 


Zorach v, Clauson 


The day that this country ceases to 
be free for irreligion it will cease to be 
free for religion—except for the sect 
that can win political power. The same 
epithetical jurisprudence used by the 
Court today to beat down those who 
oppose pressuring children into some 
religion can devise as good epithets to- 
morrow against those who object to 
pressuring them into a favored religion. 

And, after all, if we concede to the 
State power and wisdom to single out 
“duly constituted religious” bodies as 
exclusive alternatives for compulsory 
secular instruction, it would be logical 
to also uphold the power to choose the 
true faith among those “duly consti- 
tuted.” We start down a rough road 
when we begin to mix compulsory public 
education with compulsory godliness. 

A. number of Justices just short of a 
majority of the majority that promul- 
gates today’s passionate dialetics joined 
in answering them in Illinois ex rel. 
McCollum v. Board of Education. The 
distinction attempted between that case 
and this is trivial, almost to the point 
of cynicism, magnifying its nonessen- 
tial details and disparaging compulsion 
which was the underlying reason for 
invalidity. A reading of the Court’s opin- 
ion in that case along with its opinion 
in this case will show such difference 
of overtones and undertones as to make 
clear that the McCollum case has 
passed like a storm in a teacup. 

The wall which the Court was profes- 
sing to erect between Church and State 
has become even more warped and 
twisted than I expected. Today’s judg- 
ment will be more interesting to stu- 
dents of psychology and of the judicial 
processes than to students of constitu- 
tional law.

Duckworth v. Arkansas 


We need only consider the conse- 
quences if each of the few states that 
produce copper, lead, high-grade iron 
ore, timber, cotton, oil or gas should 
decree that industries located in that 
state shall have priority. What fantastic 
rivalries and reprisals would ensue if 
such policies were begun! 

Or suppose that the field of discrim- 
{nation and retaliation be industry. May 
Michigan provide that automobiles can- 
not be taken out of that state until lo- 
cal dealers’ demands are fully met? 
Would she not have every argument in 
the favor af such a statute that can be 
offered in support of New York’s limijt- 
ing sales of milk for out-of-strte sh 
ment to protect the economic interests 
of her competing dealers and local con- 
sumers? Could Ohio then pounce upon 
the rubber-tire industry, on which she 
has a substantial grip, to retaliate for 
Michigan's auto monopoly?

Accord Worked Out. 


The Saar accord was worked 
out in talks at the British em- 
bassy between Mendes-France 
and Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
of Germany, which lasted until 
3 a.m. It provides for the Euro- 
peanization of the Saar under 
the council of the Western Euro- 
pean Union, restoration of politi- 
cal rights to pro-German parties 
and provision for the election of 
a Saar Parliament. In turn for 
these political concessions, the 
French retain their economic 
primacy in this German territory. 


So much attention has been 
given to these arguments of de- 
tails that the great and historic 
accomplishments of the last week 
are overlooked. Six weeks ago 
the French parliament rejected 
the European Defense Commu- 
nity Treaty on which American 
policy for Europe was based. 
It looked then as if the ‘agoniz- 
ing reappraisal’ of our foreign 
policy, which would mean a with- 
drawal from Europe and the 
adoption of a peripheral strategy, 
was inevitable. Instead, Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Dul- 
les, who never quits and who 
never gives up hope, started— 
with invaluable assists from Sir 
Anthony Eden, the British For- 
eign Secretary—the chain of con- 
ferences ang events that have 
led to European union and that 
‘thave buried the hatchet between 
Germany and France. 


Mendes-France’s Abilities. 


Not the least performer was 
Mendes - France. His abilities 
have been played down by 
American diplomatic _ circles.

The Life of an Artist: 
a Lusty Extravaganza

S Americans are supposed 

to have little time for 

reading it is strange that 
they should so frequently be- 
stow their favor on two- and 
three-decker novels. I do not 
suggest that the man-hours 
spent in the mass perusal of 
“Gone With the Wind,” “An- 
thony Adverse” or “Not As a 
Stranger” could have been 
better employed elsewhere. I 
am merely impressed by the 
paradox presented by the peo- 
ple who seemingly are too 
busy to read anything but the 
longest books. 

But if long novels are what 
the great majority are looking 
for “The Lion at Morning” by 
Stephen Longstreet should be 
immediately and widely ac- 
cepted. It runs to some 597 
pages, and while this is no- 
where near a record, it is 
enough to give it a large-econ- 
omy-size value. Fortunately for 
Mr. Longstreet, and for read- 
ers who buy their literature 
by the pound, the novel has 
elements of appeal in other 
than its bulk. 


“The Lion at Morning” tells 
the long, turbulent and paral- 
lel stories of a father and son 
who have little in common ex- 
cept a certain affinity for dis- 
aster. 


Tom Heacock is an artist 
whose driving purpose in life 
is see things true and to paint 
them as he sees them. As he 
is not satisfied to rework a 
classical formula, to follow the 
school of Paris trend, or to 
develop his own variation of 
the “American primitive” style, 
he gets little recognition either 
from the general public or the 
connoisseurs. Nevertheless, a 
few knowing persons here and 
there are struck by the fresh- 
ness and virility of his work.

kind of muted peace with a 
woman he loves as he comes 
to rest along a sequestered 
Louisiana bayou.

Before this happens, how- 
ever, he travels far and wide 
across the face of America 
and Europe and exposes him- 
self to every imaginable or- 
deal of flesh and spirit in- 
cluding starvation, desperate 
affairs with women, battles 
with the elements, rude en- 
counters with the police and 
a final spiritual crucifixion 
that really does him in. 

Tom’s relations with women, 
if the ultimate episode with 
Ginny is omitted, are usually 
frustrating or stultifying. 

Equally prominent in the 
novel is the flamboyant Bar- 
ton Heacock, Tom’s father and 
a man who seems destined for 
every golden reward within 
reach of the big business op- 
erator. Charming and _ un- 
scrupulous, he parlays a jet- 
engine gadget into a business 
worth millions but loses it all 
because he spends his money 
faster than it comes in. Pres- 
ently he is about to work the 
same magic with a paper mill. 
But when he again overplays 
his hand and refuses to strike 
a bargain with the bankers

out, he goes to prison. In the 
time that we know him, Bart 
swings between the gutter and 
the seats of the mighty sev- 
eral times; and his insouciance 
is undisturbed at all stages, 
whether he’s going up or’ 
down.

NLIKE Tom, Bart's luck 
U with women is prodigious. 

A few passes of the hand 
and they melt. Unfortunately 
the only woman he really 
wants as a permanent ap- 
pendage is the girl Ann, his 
son’s first love. Ann solves 
this dilemma by marrying a 
rich and eccentric art collec- 
tor. 

The erotic adventures of 
the two Heacocks supply, in 
themselves, enough material 
for an encyclopedia of love 
that would comprehend all its 
aspects. Spiritual phases are 
not neglected, nor the psycho- 
neurotic. But the frank and 
robust intimate scenes that 
require no poetic elucidation, 
will constitute—I suspect—one 
of the novel’s main attrac- 
tions. 

A second element which 
probably will contribute to the 
book’s success is its continu- 
ous, almost spastic movement 
which carries the reader into 
many and widely contrasted 
milieus — from the fashion- 
able art salon in New York 
to Chicago’s. skid-row; from 
snow-swept desolation of Ari- 
zona to the international so- 
ciety of Rome. Furthermore, 
Mr. Longstreet’s characters 
are never shadowy or vague. 
Every man or woman that has 
more than 10 words to say 
in the course of the novel is 
endowed with some outstand- 
ing trait which he carries 
thereafter like a red light. 

Altogether it is a _ lusty, 
thick-textured and eventful 
novel. True, the motivation 
seems erratic and arbitrary 
and the events—particularly 
the closing big scene in New 
Orleans when Tom is made 
the victim of a Red hunt— 
piace a heavy strain on the 
reader's “suspension of be- 
lief.” As an extravaganza, 
however, it is rich, gaudy and 
entertaining.

Reporting the Civil War 


A Vivid Chapter in American Journalism 


THE HEART OF O. HENRY, by 
ale Kramer. (Rinehart & Co.,

HIS is described as a 
T “toucnine romantic bio- 

graphy” of William Sid- 
ney Porter, who as “O. Henry” 
wrote more than 250 short 
stories, many of which still 
will be read (although for 
some a glossary may be need- 
ed) a century from now. It is 
done in the modern manner, 
with conversations invented— 
and some action also—so that 
it has the liveliness of a novel. 
But care has been taken to 
ground the story in solid fact, 
and Mr. Kramer’s characteri- 
zations and interpretations are 
the result of research in Texas 
which appears to have gone 
well beyond any heretofore. 

The book is touching, it is 
romantic, and it is, for the 
Texas period, an excellent bio- 
graphy. Indeed, it might be 
said that whereas in the previ- 
ous conventional accounts 
(particularly Al Jennings’s) 
much fiction was presented as 
fact, Mr. Kramer has inverted 
that process, and presents 
what is chiefly fact, in the 
form of fiction. Perhaps this 
is got precisely the way that 
Will Porter made love to Athol 
Estes in the year 1887, but 
one feels that it cannot be 
very different. 


* * * 
WO THIRDS of the. book 
Te given to the period 
which ended with Athol’s 
death in 1897. While Porter 


was then 35, not one of the 
famous stories had yet been 
published and only two or 
three had been written. His 
boyhood, the drug store in 
Greensboro, the Jexas ranches, 
Austin in the 1880's, Athol 
Estes (the “dimity sweet- 
heart”), his daughter Mar- 
garet and “The Rolling Stone,” 
make a moving and exciting 
story. 

With Athol’s death the mag- 
ic ends. The story cannot pos- 
sibly become dull, continuing 
as it does through Porter's 
trial for the embezzlement of 
$854.08 (a proceeding as stupid 
as it was cruel), his three and 
a half years in the Columbus 
penitentiary, and the eight 
prodigal years in New York, 
where he died in 1910. But 
while Mr. Kramer’s interpre- 
tation of the New York period 
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is vivid, there are wide omis- 
sions in the narrative, and 
perhaps too much compres- 
sion. One is surprised to find 
that O. Henry’s widow and 
boyhood sweetheart, Sara 
Coleman, is still alive in 1954. 

Is it not astonishing that 
O. Henry produced no less 
than 66 of the celebrated 
stories in 1904, and 53 in 1905? 
Most of these were under his 
story-a-week contract with the 
New York World, at $100 a 
story. The pressure of a week- 
ly deadline did this, but it also 
took toll of O. Henry. In 1906 
there were only 19 (10 of them 


for the World); in 1907, 13; 
in 1908, 18. 
ee ee 


ending has been in his 

grave for 44 years, and 
we have not seen his like 
(though not for want of imi- 
tators). One wonders whether 
that mastery was not, in a 
way, one more of O. Henry’s 
misfortunes. The dazzling cor- 
uscation at the end sometimes 
blinds us to the solid merits 
of characterization and dia- 
logue. For his own story no 
trick ending was possible— 
the most he could achieve was 
the famous “I’m afraid to go 
home in the dark.” 


The parallels between O. 
Henry’s life and that of Edgar 
Allan Poe seem obvious, al- 
though so far as I know no 
one has drawn them. Each 
struggled against the invinci- 
ble fate which lay within him- 
self. For each the roads of 
destiny, which ever he might 
choose, came to the same.sad 
end, for the destiny lay not 
upon the road but in the man. 
In Mr. Kramer’s book you will 
find love and passion, courage 
and weakness, wit and folly, 
gaiety and grief, with the 
black canopy of doom seldom 
out of sight. Read it and weep.

F it were up to this reviewer 
[:- compile a list of a dozen 

books on the development 
of journalism in the United 
States for either students or 
general readers, Louis M. 
Starr’s exciting, vivid narra- 
tive of ‘‘the brash young men” 
who covered the American 
Civil War would be included 
for a certainty. 


Until the “Bohemians,” as 
they called themselves, began 
to defy “censors, generals, the 
elements, and often their own 
common sense,” on the battle- 
fields of the 1860s, the empha- 
sis in the American newspa- 
pers had been on editorials, 
political opinion, comment on 
public affairs. As the author 
points out, in the mid-1850s 
James Parton had celebrated 
the virtues of editorial writer 
Horace Greeley in one of the 
most popular biographies of 
the day. 

But a decade later, in 1866, 
with Appomattox down in 
history, Parton, after disparag- 
ing the influence of editorials, 
wrote in the North American 
Review: 

“,.. the power and success 
of a newspaper depend wholly 
and absolutely on its success 
in getting and its skill in ex- 
hibiting the news. The news- 
paper is the exact and com~ 
plete description of the thing 
which the journalist aims to 
produce. The news is his work; 
editorials are his play. The 
news is the point of rivalry; 
it is that for which nineteen- 
twentieths of the people buy 
newspapers; it is that which 
determines the rank of every 
newspaper ... 


“All this is new, but it fs 
also permanent. ... An edi- 
torial essayist is a man ad- 
dressing men; but the skilled 
and faithful journalist, record- 
ing with exactness and power 
the thing that has come to 
pass, is Providence addressing 
men.”

E may note objection to 
Parton’s hyperbole and 
enter a reservation to his 
dismissal of editorial writing 
and still agree that most of 
what he said nearly a century 
ago was true. The men who 
made it true were Swintons 
and Richardsons, the McCul- 
laghs and Townsends who, 
“driven by the tremendous 
pressures of the news revolu- 
tion, hurdled a succession of

restrictions imposed by Scott, 
McClellan, Halleck, Hooker, 
Sherman, Stanton and others; 
who beat the censors by rail, 
by mail, by messenger, by arti- 
fice, by cipher, and by enlist- 
ing superior authority.” In the 
end “they estahjished the right 
to report as one that was rec- 
ognized, however grudgingly, 
as vital to the democratic 
process.” 


For the first time, so Louis 
Starr writes, “an entire 
nation knew what it was 
about, knew its leaders, knew 
what happened yesterday and 
what might be happening to- 
day, and a man could sense 
that his neighbor, his com- 
munity knew.” All this helped 
make the “new understanding 
of the meaning of nationality 
which welled up in Lowell 
when he heard of Lee’s sur- 
render and in Edward Everett 
Hale in ‘The Man Without a 
Country.’” It was implicit in 
“the profound simplicity of 
Lincoln’s phrases at’ Gettys- 
burg.” 

How close the correspond- 
ents brought the war home to 
the cities and towns and vil- 
lages of the North was dem- 
onstrated by the quickness 
with which the words and 
phrases of their dispatches en- 
tered into everyday speech: 
“contrabands,” “retrograde 
movement,” “skedaddle,” 
“flank attack,” “inside track,” 
“parole,” “military necessity,” 
“all quiet on the Potomac,” 
“On to Richmond.” Even Lin- 
coln began a paragraph of one 
of his public utterances, “In 
the present ‘situation,’ as the 
phrase goes...”

Story of Man's Struggle 


_ Arnold Toynbee Completes His Monumental Study of History

IKE a gigantic, 10-volume 
Le. Henry story, Arnold 

Toynbee’s Study of His- 
tory has a trick ending. After 
considering the plights of 20 
civilizations, all.dead or dying, 
he turns to the twenty-first— 
our own Western civilization. 
What is to be our fate? 

It doesn’t really matter, he 
says. It isn’t man-made civili- 
zations that are important any- 
way: it is religion, the Will 
of God. 

Well, which religion? On 
the basis of the first six vol- 
umes, many orthodox Chris- 
tians had claimed Toynbee as 
their own. It now turns out 
that he is nearer Prof. F. S. C. 
Northrop, whose “Meeting of 
East and West” was a clear 
call for a new world synthesis 
of all the higher religions. 

Toynbee’s work is litera- 
ture, rather than history as 
our modern “scientific his- 
torians” recognize the craft. 
It is a poem—and a prayer. 
The poetry is as likely to be 
in Greek, Latin, German or 
French as in English—and oft- 
en as not is found in a fine- 
print footnote. 

And the final note, “The 
Quest for a Meaning Behind 
the Facts of History” ends in 
a prayer—to the great figures 
of all the higher religions and 
philosophies: 

“Christ Tammuz, Christ 
Adonis, Christ Osiris, Christ 
Balder, hear us ... Mother 
Mary, Mother Isis, Mother 
Cybelle, Mother Ishtar, Moth- 
er Kwanyin, have compassion 
on us... Pious Confucius help

The Toynbee story is the 
story of man himself, since he 
first groped out of barbarism 
—slid back, and stumbled for- 
ward again. The English his- 
torian - poet- philosopher has 
chosen not ‘to tell his story 
chronologically, but by subject 
matter, using substantially the 
same outline he devised on 
starting the monumental work 
in 1921. 

What he has done, of course, 
is to search all of the 21 civili- 
zations he has been able to 
identify for whatever uniform- 
ities he can find—patterns that 
tend to repeat themselves. He 
believes he has found many, 
associated with the birth, cre- 
ative growth, maturity and 
death struggles of civilizations. 
He does not pretend that these 
patterns are inevitable; if. the 
Will of God takes first place 
in Toynbee’s cosmos, there 
also is a place for man’s free 
will. 

Civilizations come into 
being, he believes, when a 
primitive people successfully 
meets a challenge that calls 
for their finest effort—but an 
effort of which they are capa- 
ble of making. The refuse- 


| F this, as of now, is the end 


- heaps of abortive civilizations 


are full of societies which 
were challenged beyond their 
capacities to respond success- 
fully. 

“Challenge and response” 
is, of course, a key Toynbee 
notion, which is repeated in 
many contexts. 

And in the end, every civili- 


_ gation, he finds, dies by fail- 


ing to meet some challenge. 
Which is to say that he has 
not been able to find any case- 
history of a civilization which 


was murdered by an external 
hand. All committed suicide. 
. a 

HE most frequent road to 
‘ self-destruction, he finds, 

is the failure to meet the 
challenge of warring sub-units 
within a given civilization. A 
civilization is united, all-too- 
frequently, by one of its con- 
stituent members dealing the 
“knockout blow” to the others 
—a blow which also proves to 
be fatal to the whole civiliza- 
tion. 

As fearsome as this prospect 
is, in terms of our own West- 
ern civilization in the latter 
half of the twentieth century, 
Toynbee does not believe our 
fate is sealed. He does, indeed, 
believe that Western civiliza- 
tion has encircled the globe, 
and that even Soviet Russia 
and its satellites represent an

heritical offshoot of Western 
civilization. 

Thus he believes that the 
unity of the world is in pros- 
pect, and must be achieved if 
our civilization is to be saved 
—even for a‘while. But he 
holds out the hope that such 
unity may be achieved volun- 
tarily, without the “knockout 
blow” being struck. 

Toynbee does not pretend to 
know precisely how world uni- 
ty, without World War III, 
may be achieved, but he offers 
as one possibility a gradual 
accommodation between Rus- 
sia and the United States, as 
Communism ceases to attract 
the peoples of the underde- 
veloped areas. This may hap- 
pen, he believes, only as the 
promise of Christian love is 
fulfilled for the underpriv- 
ileged people of the world, 


oo. eS 

HIS’ promise, Toynbee 
T holds, cannot be fulfilled 

in terms only of man’s 
pragmatic convenience. Man- 
kind’s worship of itself will 
not provide an adequate back- 
ground for meeting this great 
challenge. Western man’s first 
necessity, therefore, is to de- 
throne himself from the altar 
and put God in the highest 
place. “The four principal sur- 
viving higher religions—the 
Mahayana, Hinduism, Christi- 
anity and Islam—had all con- 
sistently spoken with one 
voice in proclaiming the truth 
that Man was not God.” West- 
ern man, having developed the 
atomic capacity for self-de- 
struction, needs the guidance 
of a vision higher than him- 
self. 


~*~ + * 
IBERALISM, alone, Toyn- 
bee finds inadequate. “In a 
struggle for the spiritual al- 

legiance of Mankind in which 


the only two competitors in 


the lists were the Communists’ 
idol Leviathan and the Liber- 
als’ idol Homunculus, Levi- 
athan could not fail to win the 
day.” Victory for liberalism is 
in sight, he thinks, only when 
it is acknowledged that “‘a lat- 
ter-day Western belief in the 
value of personal liberty was 
a faded vestige of an original 
Christian belief in the brother- 
hood of Man; and this Chris- 
tian belief in the brother- 
hood of Man was a corollary 
of a Christian discovery—or 
revelation—of the fatherhood 
of God, 


Thus Weuenn man’s road to 
salvation is a “spiritual or- 
deal”—to be undertaken, for 
liberals, without the easy com- 
fort of a return to traditional 
religion; the liberal. must 
move on to new, and higher 
ground, “Souls that have once 
had the experience of intellec- 
tual enlightenment can never 
thereafter find spiritual salva- 
tion by committing intellectual 
suicide ...” 

Where, then, was the West- 
ern liberal to seek light? 
“*Whom the Lord loveth, He 
chasteneth’. . . . If contrite

What was required of him at 
this hour was to hold his 
course and to trust in God’s 
grace...” So writes Toynbee,

F only because of their 
[| massiveness and literary 

grace and learning, Toyn- 
bee’s 10 volumes inevitably 
exert a profound influence 
on those who read them. Read- 
ing Toynbee is an advénture 
in time and space—back to 
the beginnings of thinking 
man, and across man’s world, 
The whole of mankind's story 
becomes one gigantic incident, 
perceived as a whole. 

Inevitably Toynbee is com- 
pared with Oswald Spengler— 
sometimes to Spengler’s ad- 
vantage, as Spengler was the 
first, in our era, to use the 
“cosmic approach” to history. 
The resemblance, however, 
certainly is more superficial 
than such a view would indf- 
cate. 


To Spengler, the heart of 
the matter is an inescapable 
disintegration; to Toynbee, 
higher creation. They sail the 
same seas, but Spengler’s eye 
is focused in the depths, while 
Toynbee scans the skies.

There were brilliant earn- 
ings reports as well as some 
rather poor ones, 

Department store officers said 
they looked for a good Christ- 
mas business. Textile execu- 
tives saw an upturn ahead. 
Studebaker and Plymouth noted 
a sharp increase in orders for 
new models. 

The market advance came at 
a time when most analysts were 
advising caution. Many felt that 
some kind of major correction 
is long overdue, since the mar- 
ket has been climbing for more 
than a year. 

As the week ended, these 
analysts continued to view the 
market with some skepticism. 
They pointed out that the rail- 
road shares encountered selling 
just as soon as they reached 
rew highs for the year. Sim- 
i‘arly, they noted, profit-taking 
c*me into play ouickly among 
the industrials, cutting down on 
many gains. : 

What Averages Show. 

In any event, the Associated 
Press average showed a good 
gain for the week. It rose $2.20, 
whereas it was down $2.70 the 
week before.

The victory before 82,636 
homecoming fans was the fifth 
in succession for Coach Woody 
Hayes’s scrappy team and the 
second straight in which the 
Buckeyes came from behind to 
win. It was Wisconsin’s first 
loss in five starts. 

Wisconsin ran up a big edge 
in statistics. The Badgers had a 
19-12 advantage in first downs 
and gained 187 yards rushing 
to Ohio State’s 172. © 

The Badgers completed 22 of 
36 passes for 270 yards while 
Ohio State completed six of 17 
for 69 yards. 

Wisconsin had the ball for 74 
plays and Ohio State, 57. But 
in scoring points, that was an- 
other story. 

First Points on Field Goal. 

Ohio State, rated No. 4 in the 
nation before the showdown 
clash with No. 2 Wisconsin, 
jumped off to an early lead, 3-0, 
on Tad Weed’s 29-yard field 
goal, but trailed, 7-3, at the half. 
It appeared that Coach Ivy Wil- 
liamson’s team might finally 
break the jinx which has pre- 
vented Wisconsin from winning 
at Columbus since 1918. 

The Badgers threatened twice 
in the third quarter, and the 
crowd, third largest ever to 
witness a game here, sat silently 
apprehensive that the. Buckéye 
bubble was about to burst. 

But it didn’t. Instead, it was 
the young ball of fire from Co- 
lumbus, O., Cassady, who popped 
loose for that long jaunt. His 
run fired up his teammates. 

Wisconsin had driven to the 
Ohio 20 with Miller hitting 
passes regularly. He tossed one 
too many, however, for Cassady 
leaped high on the 12 to gather 
one in and was off and running 
for the goal line. 

Ohio went ahead, 10-7, on 
Cassady’s gallop and then added 
the additional markers behind 
vicious blocking and tackling. 

Badger Fumble Costly. 

Wisconsin’s Bill Lowe _ re- 
turned a kickoff 41 yards, but 
Pat Levenhagen fumbled two 
plays later and Ohio took over 
on Ohio’s 31. Cassady skirted 
end for 39 yards and Quarter- 
back Dave Leggett hit Bobby 
Watkin with an 18-yard pass to 
put the ball on the five, from 
where Fullback Hubert Bobo 
crashed over.

Lighter and Tropically Styled | 


By VIRGINIA KACHAN 


CHICAGO (INS)—New furni- 
ture for outdoor living has been 
designed to look as light as a 
feather and quite often it is. 
| Cumbersome patio and lawn 
‘furniture seemed to be the ex-| 
,ception more than the rule at 
the 1954 summer furniture mar- 
ket in Chicago. 

Even that old-time heavy, red- 
wood furniture, has been scaled 
to sleeker, modern lines to make 
it easier to lug around. 

But the chief credit for the 
lighter-to-lift feature of leisure- 
time furniture goes to alumi- 
num. More of this material is 
‘being used than ever before for 
tables, lounges and chairs in all 
price brackets. 

It is combined with wicker, 
woven rattan, plastic fabric and | 
even redwood. 

There are new finishes in 
aluminum, too. One of the most 
attractive is a pale gold. This 
‘is used to support thin planks 
of redwood for tables of dining, | 
‘ecard and cocktail size and ac-| 


of occasional chairs and lounges 
of woven rattan. 

Now there is an all-aluminum | 
folding bridge set. The table- | 
top and chair seats are covered | 
in plastic fabric and the frames 
are finished in black. 

Wrought iron still is popular 
in outdoor furniture, but it’s 
more likely to be finished in a 
pastel than in black.

Abroad in Ozarks

ITH the coming of fall rains, the countryside in our 
valley seems to have taken a new lease on life. Blue- 
grass which remained dormant all during the hot, dry 
months has started growing and the pastures are greening 
up as if it were spring. 
Even the annuals in the 
flower garden and Ginnie’s 
rose bed are putting forth 
their most luxurious blos- 
soms of the season, while 
purple asters brighten the 
country roadsides. Now we 
livestock farmers are hop- 
ing for a spell of Indian 
summer with mild nights 
and no killing frost, so 
that our fields will furnish 
a few more weeks of graz- 
ing for the cattle.

A third anniversary won't attract so much notice because, 


after all, it won’t be what the celebration will be about. 


But 


it’s one that Schulmeister will celebrate to himself, with a quiet 


happiness. 


It will be the fiftieth anniversary of the month he became 


his own boss. 


The desire to be his own boss was about the only thing he 
brought with him when he arrived in St. Louis in 1893 from 
Germany’s Black Forest country where he was born, He was anly 


13 years old and he sure didn’t 
have any money and he had a 
rugged time getting started in 
his business, which is the: bak- 
ery business. 


The thing is, he did get start- 
ed and he’s done just fine. He’s 
a successful man. This is a suc- 
cess story, then. His formula is 
watch your debts and don’t get 
left with stale bread. He has 
not made a billion dollars 
through modern merchandising 
innovations. He does not own a 
string of bakeries from here 
to Brazil. 


“Just the one bakery I got,” 
said Schulmeister, who wears 
black, high-topped shoes and has 
a ready laugh. “The same old 
bakery. But I'll tell you this. 
I feel like a success.” 


Now 75 years old, he and 
Clara, his 72-year-old wife, re- 
turned this month from a three- 
month stay back in their native 
Wildbad, in the Black Forest. 
Their two children insisted they 
go, and they had a good time. 
They wandered around the old 
scenes, and talked about the old, 
old days and looked back at all 
the things which have happened 
to them. 


They returned to Waterloo 
Oct. 11 on the S.S. United 
States and found Welcome Home 
flowers in their shop, where 
they live. They learned of the 
coming celebration. The Schul- 
meisters feel they have a lot of 
anniversaries coming up, all at 
one time, to celebrate.

CHULMEISTER, wielding a 
S bread paddle in the bakery, 

where he uses the same huge, 
glazed-brick oven he installed in 
1908, told about how he got 
started. Despite his other busi- 
ness interests (he is a bank di- 
rector and president of an inde- 
pendent telephone company) he 
still spends most of his time at 
the bakery, works alongside his 
son, Robert, and a 43-year-old 
employe who has worked for 
him for 30 years, Herman Esch- 
mann, 


Fred's father, back in Ger- 
many, was staunchly anti-mili- 
taristic, saw no point in his sons 


being drafted, encouraged them - 


to head for the United States af 
soon as they got up near the 
draft age. Young Fred thought 
13 was about the right age to 
cross an ocean to a_ strange 
land, so he and his 14-year-old 
sister made the crossing by 
themselves. | 

From New York they came to 
St. Louis to seek the advice of 
their florist uncle, the late F. C. 
Weber. Mr. Weber advised Fred 
to go to school. But Fred saw 
riches on all sides and suc- 
cumbed to the temptation, took 
a bakery shop job which netted 
him a neat six dollars each and 
every : 

“My title was flunkey,” said 
Schulmeister. ‘‘Pan-cleaning was 
an important part.

thing I learned, though. Some- 
thing that you soon learn on six 
dollars a month. A man has to 
take care of his money.” 


He worked at baking jobs for 
the next few years. At times 
he had no money at all.

E fought hard, however, for 
H the confidence of this anti- 

bakery breed of housefrau. 
Sometimes he sold as many as 
20 loaves of nickel bread a day. 
Stiff competition also came from 
another baker in the town. 

“I had believed there was 
business enough for two bakers,” 
he recalled, *“‘but there wasn’t.” 

The other baker finally gave 
up and left, gallantly—or at 
least with a hell-with-it gesture 
—turning his few remaining cus- 
tomers over to Schulmeister. 
Four years after he came to 
Waterloo, Schulmeister moved to 
his present building. The oven 
that is his pride to this very 
day was installed. 

Later his reputation as a busi- 
ness man loaded with that com- 
modity called common, sense 
brought him the offer of a 
directorship in the Commercial 
State Bank of Waterloo, an offer 
that appalled him because he 
knew nothing about banking. In 
1929 he accepted and now feels 
that banking is largely common 
sense. 

In 1927 he became a director 
of the Harrisonville Telephone 
Co., an independent concern 
now Serving a radius of about 
50 miles from Waterloo.

During World War II, Mrs. 
Schulmeister used to stay up 
until midnight writing over- 
seas to former penny-candy cus- 
tomers who were fighting the 
war. (Her son, Robert, is a 
Purple Heart veteran of the 
Pacific.) 

The daughter, Mrs. Henry 
Gentsch, helps out in general, 
with the books and the cus- 
tomers and the cooking. Meals 
are served. in the middle room, 
where front and back shop work- 
ers convene at one huge, round 
table.

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Eaioned With Aqualungs and

SAN DIEGO, Oct. 23. 


HE ceaseless search for oil 

here has developed a new 

twist—scientists in bathing 
suits and equipped with aqua- 
lungs and foot fins are swim- 
ming up and down the coast 
almost daily in their hunt for 
oil clues along the vast and 
silent ocean floor. 


This unique undersea explora- 
tion is being conducted by a 
newly-formed team of diver- 
scientists whose services already 
have been sought by 10 major 
oil companies. 


The hardy men literally are 
air-borne deep sea divers. They 
are flown to coastal locations, 
often far from their homes, don 
their bizarre gear on _ boats, 
descend to the depths of the 
inner continental shelf as far as 
three miles from the coast line, 
and make their careful scien- 
tific samplings of rock strata, 
soil, oil seeps and sediment. By 
nightfall they are back in their 
homes. 

All six are marine geologists, 
ranging in age from George 
Shumway, 25, to Dr. Edwin L. 
Hamilton, 42, Two others, Henry 
W. Menard and Robert S. Dietz, 
also have their doctorates in 
geology, while Shumway and 
Rohert F. Dill are on their ‘way 
to doctorates. David G. Moore 
is the sixth member. 

Moore is a staff member of 
nearby Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography; Shumway = and 
Dill work at the San Diego 
Naval Electronics Laboratory. 
Their undersea work for oil 
firms is limited to their days 
off, holidays and vacations, but 
two of the others manage to do 
an almost daily stint among the 
sharks and other denizens of the 
deep. Each man is a remarkable 
combination of . serious-minded 
scientist and a kind of under- 
water athletic superman, a for- 
tunate combination that has 
made it possible for Geological 
Diving Consultants, as they call 


themselves, to make over 1200 
dives without mishap.

é 6 CAINCE we started our work 
Gist November,” Dill said, 
“we've never had a bad 
experience. Only twice have we 
seen sharks. Several weeks ago, 
we were walking around on the 
bottom when a swarm of blue 
sharks cruised in, We had to just 
stay put for awhile, watching 
them. One of us composed a 
song meanwhile called ‘Chomp 
"Em All.’ 

“We were able to signal our 
situation to the men in the boat 
above us, and they began shoot- 
ing at the sharks with a 30-30 
rifle. The sharks finally left 
us, and we surfaced and made 
for the boat rather fast. One of 
the boat operators said later that 
he thought he was seeing Biblical 
characters walking across the 
water, or more aptly, running 
across.” 

Shumway told of the team’s 
first experience with sharks. 
Last June he and Dr. Hamilton 
were 50 feet down off the coast 
of Santa Barbara. One of the 
safety rules always followed by 
the diver-scientists is to go down 
in pairs, but he and Hamilton 
became separated. Both were 
busy knocking off rock samples, 
and obtaining, with their scien- 
tific devices, the “dip” and the 
“strike.” 


The “dip,” explained Shum- 
way, is the inclination of the 
beds of rock. The “strike” is the 
trend of the earth strata. Rock 
outcrops are evidence of the 
folding of the earth’s crust. All 
are significant in helping to 
determine the geophysics of 
underground structures likely to 
hold oil beds. The divers take 
with them such equipment as 
hammers, 
and stop-watches, an _ inclino- 
meter to measure dips and 
slopes, a sediment sampler, mag- 
netic water-tight compass, and 
similar gadgets. 

“I finished knocking off my 
rock,” Shumway recalled. “Then 
I swam in a circle looking for

Hamilton. At first I couldn't 
find him. Then all of a sudden 
I saw him standing not far away 
and simultaneously saw the 
great tail of a shark whisking 
past one of his shoulders. The 
shark kept on going, and. the 
danger was past. But ! was 
startled for a moment and 
scared.” Why didn’t the shark 
attack? Shumway thinks sharks 
don’t usually go after things on 
the bottom of the ocean because 
they figure anything down that 
far belongs there and is no 
threat to their own sharkly be- 
ings. But anyone getting a look 
at one of the diver-scientists-in 
or out of the water, equipped 
with great goggles, fins, aqua- 
lungs, bathing suits (or some- 
times long underwear) and scien- 
tific devices might make a bet- 
ter guess: That the shark Shum- 
way saw took one glance and 
headed madly for safer waters. 
The invention that makes all 
this undersea free swimming 
possible, of course, is the aqua-

lung. It was developed during 
World War II by two imagina- 
tive Frenchmen, Jacques Y. 
Cousteau and Emile Gagnan, and 
comprised the first practical, 
free swimming, self-contained 
underwater breathing device 
making use of compressed air. 
Cousteau wrote a popular book 
on his diving experiences with 
the aqualung. A condensation of 
the book called “The Silent 
World” appeared in the Every- 
day Magazine of the Post-Dis- 
patch. 


* * * 


IRST tests of the aqualung 

were held in 1941, and three 

years later the French and 
English navies made the initial 
practical use of the new equip- 
ment. With the expensive, heavy 
equipment and the air lines of 
the one-time deep sea diver no 
longer needed, and with move- 
ment no longer so circumscribed, 
use of the aqualung quickly be- 
came popular. In California today 


there are an estimated 200 “skin- 
diving” clubs, The sport even 
has its own magazine with a 
circulation of 7000. 


Recently a professional under- 
water photographer, Ed Fisher 
of Miami, spent 24 hours under- 
water at French reef, 50 miles 
southwest of Miami, testing a 
new kind of aqualung. But San 
Diego’s oil-seeking diver-scien- 
tists are not out to set any kind 
of diving records. Most of their 
plunges last about 15 minutes. 
Each man usually makes about 
eight dives a day. Sometimes one 
of them stays down longer— 
Dill once stayed two hours and 
45 minutes—but this is rare. 
They descend as far as 150 feet. 


Dill and Shumway explained 
that the duration of a dive de- 
pends on the temperature of the 
water, the depth at which the 
diver will work, and the kind of 
work he will do. At water tem- 
peratures below 60 degrees Fah- 
renheit, they said, divers’ power

of concentration drops off quick- 
ly after about 30 minutes. 

A new kind of diving suit has 
been invented that will enable 
divers of the future to remain 
moderately warm, and _ thus 
greatly increase their sphere of 
operations. But the kind of 
work a diver does remains all- 
important. Heavy work, such as 
hammering rock for any length 
of time, will increase the con- 
sumption of air two or three 
times.

N any case, Geological Diving 

Consultants play it safe, as be- 

fits sensible scientists. Like 
other Californians, they -are 
shocked that a number of per- 
sons — the tabulation runs as 
high as 21—have lost their lives 
in the last 18 months “skin-div- 
ing” in coastal waters between 
San Diego and Santa Barbara. 
The American Red Cross and 
Los Angeles county lifeguards 
have launched programs in safe 
aqualung diving in an effort to 
reduce the toll. 


The Scripps Institution, which 
with the Navy Electronics Lab- 
oratory developed the first prac- 
tical use of the aqualung here, 
has set up a careful training 
course for diver-scientists. The 
program includes a physical ex- 
amination, simulated dives to 
112 feet in a decompression 
chamber, underwater exercises 
to build up skill and confidence, 
removal of entire equipment :in- 
der water and replacement after 
surfacing and returning to the 
bottom by skin diving; and shar- 
ing a mouthpiece with another 
diver so that both divers alter- 
nately breathe from one unit. 

The course is being taken not 
only by marine geologists, but 
also by scientists in the fields 
of biology, chemistry, engineer- 
ing, oceanography and physics. 
Because the aqualung permits 
such a variety of scientists to 
work effectively in a new en- 
vironment for the first time, its 
potential for oceanographic re- 
search is tremendous, as Shum- 
way and Dill pointed out in a 
recent scientific paper. 

But safety is the guiding prin- 
ciple in all this scientific activ- 
ity, and a word of caution 
should be given the reader 
tempted to buy an aqualung and 
face mask at once and leap into 
the nearest river. 


“Use of the aqualung,” said 
‘Dr. Dietz, “is deceptively easy. 
You can learn enough in five 
minutes to kill: yourself.”

IETZ predicted that major 
Poi discoveries, as well as im- 

portant extensions of upland 
oil fields, are certain-to be made 
in submerged areas as a result 
of the work of the _ six-man 
scientific team. Just what drill- 
ing operations already. are 
planned as a result of the find- 
ings of the team is a well-kept 
secret. The explorations are 
confined to the three-mile belt, 
limit of the marginal sea whose 
oil and mineral riches are now 
controlled by the state as a re- 
sult of the signing by President 
Eisenhower of the quitclaim bill. 


That measure renounced Fed- 
eral claims to the marginal sea, 
claims that were validated by 
the Supreme Court. The quit- 
claim bill nullified the ruling 
of the high tribunal. 


Of course the deep diving ma- 
rine geologists are not con- 
cerned with legislative or ju- 
dicial battles over “tidelands” 
ownership. They are explorers 
of a new underwater frontier, 
hardy and courageous, im- 
mensely interested in sea life 
as well as oil clues, family men 
devoted to their. families and 
scientists devoted to their 
science. Some have been around 
the world on diving missions 
with ships of the Scripps Insti- 
tution.

As the young ladies were not in- 
térested in genuine technical 
mastery or in depth of interpre- 
tation, music of real consequence 
was neglected in favor of sim- 
ple arrangements of folk tunes 
or. operatic airs. 

The works of Sebastian Bach, 
for intance, were much too hard 
for the frauleins; and as the 
pressure of this preoccupation 
with musical trivia began to 
expand it affected the standards 
of professional performers, who 
were escaping more and more 
from the patronage of princely 
art lovers into the domain of 
public entertainment. 

So the keyboard works of Se- 
_ bastian Bach become too hard— 
fet too unrewarding in terms of 
popular approval—even for the 
professionals. In Mr. Loesser’s 
belief this malign social pressure 
may be the reason why Bach's 
music—and to some extent all 
polyphonic music—became a dor- 
mant force in the musical life of 
the Western world for more than 
half a century. 


e *£ 

THE STATUS of keyboard 
music in Germany was repeated 
and amplified in England, France 
and the United States after the 
piano supplanted the harpsi- 
chord, clavichord and similar 
instruments, Mr. Loesser’s gives 
innumerable illustrations of the 
fact that music was seldom 
cultivated for itself in amateur 
circles. A pretty skill at the 
piano had a social cachet and 
the mere presence of a piano in 
the household conferred a cer- 
tain intangible distinction ex- 
tending down to the ranks of 
small tradesmen. As for the aris- 
tocracy they patronized music as 
a way of affirming their power 
and importance. 

In short addiction to music for 
the wrong reasons and the conse- 
quent dilution of taste kept pace 
with the growth of the musical 
public. The rage for arrange- 
ments and variations on popular 
tunes was so widespread in the 
first half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury that even the most serious 
artists had to take it into ac- 
count. Franz Liszt and a vio- 
linist of importance were per- 
forming Beethoven's “‘Kreutzer” 
sonata at a concert in Paris when 
they were interrupted by de- 
mands from the audience for 
Listz’s Fantasy on a tune from 
Meyerbeer’s “Robert Le Diable.” 


* © * 
“SHALL I play it now or after 
the sonata,” he inquired. 
“Now!” the audience shouted.

Evidently the phenomenon of 
anaemic and infantile taste in 
music is not peculiar to the 
United States; nor to the twen- 
tieth century.

I can't advise you to leave your husband, but you know 
as well as I do that this kind of marriage is no good and 
unless something is done in a hurry, it may be too late to 
save it and at the same time save your own self-respect.

Nor do you have to sit up half the night arguing and try- 
ing to convince him that you aren't seeing other men. So 
my suggestion is to seek professional help immediately—go 
alone if your husband won't go with you—and at the same 
time do a little self-analysis to make gure you are doing 
everything in your power to keep your home happy. A 
pleasant, attractive home, gentle words and smiles instead 
of nagging complaints will do much to offest a tendency to 
quarrel.

@ FOR MANY YEARS we have been giving a tithe to our 
church. But does tithing mean the money must go to one 
church or one place? Our church is building now. Our de- 
nomination maintains a nice home for aged mothers. . Now, 
is it right for us to send our tithes to this home or must it 
all go to the church? WONDERING. 


For some, tithing means giving one-tenth of one’s in- 
come to a particular church, and, of course, the church 
usually allocates money to the institutions in which it is 
interested. Others agree that part of a tithe can be given 
directly to church-related agencies and institutions, and wel- 
fare organizations. Still others subscribe to the theory that 
an individual should contribute hours as well as dollars, and 
that his service to his church constitutes part of an accept- 
able tithe. One minister of a prominent mid-town church, 
recognizing the many demands made on his parishoners, has 
said from his pulpit that for tithers 5 per cent is an accept- 
able amount to give to the church itself, with the other 
5 per cent going to the Red Cross, Community Chest and 
the like. Why don’t you discuss this matter with your own 
pastor to make sure you are doing what he, as the leader 
of your church, feels is the right thing?

During his four years as Su- 
pervisor, St. Louis county has 
had a tremendous population 
growth accompanied by a cor- 
responding expansion of county 
governmental activity in which 
Matthews, as the county’s chief 
administrative officer, has occu- 
pied a key position.

A proposed amendment to the 
St. Louis county charter to pro- 
vide for establishment of a non- 
political county police depart- 
ment superseding the present 
sheriff-constable system of law 
enforcement, will be submitted 
to voters at the Nov. 2 election. 


A simple majority vote is re- 
quired for adoption of the pro- 
posal, recommended last. spring 
by the Citizens’ Commission on 
Law Enforcement in its final re- 
port to the County Council. The 
commission was created in July 
1953 following widespread criti-| 
cism of existing law enforcement | 
practices. 

An active campaign in behalf) 
of the proposal is being con-| 
ducted by a bipartisan commit- 
tee of more than 100 county 
leaders representing civic, wel- 
fare, political, business and labor 
groups. Co-chairmen are Wal- 
ter L, Metcalfe, attorney and 
former chairman of the City 
Council of University City, and 
Mrs. Peter Wulfing, 32 Brent- 
moor Park, former president of 
the Clayton League of Women 
Voters. 

The proposal has been in- 
dorsed by chiefs of police of 


most of the large county muni-| 


cipalities, the current county 
grand jury, the St. Louis Crime 
Commission board of directors 
and the County Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee.’ No organized’ 
opposition has developed. 

Other supporters include all 
seven members of the County 
Council, who voted unanimously 
to submit the proposal to voters; 
County Supervisor Luman F. 
Matthews; his Democratic oppo- 
nent in the coming election, Dan- 
iel P. Williams, and candidates 
of both parties for posts on the 
Council. 

Circuit Judge Douglas L. C. 
Jones, in a supplemental instruc- 
tion to the grand j Oct. 15, 
charged continued laxity by 
county law enforcement officers 
and told the jurors: “This per- 
haps is one of the many reasons 
for the suggested charter amend- 
ment for a police department 
which will help solve the dilem- 
ma in which we find ourselves, 
with an antiquated system of 
policing the county by an elected 
sheriff.” ! 

Under provisions of the pro- 
posed. amendment, the sheriff 
and constables in the county 
would be divested of all powers 
and duties pertaining to ‘‘pre- 
servation of order, prevention 
of crimes and misdemeanors, ap- 
prehension and arrest, conserv- 
ing the peace, and other police 
and enforcement functions.” 
These powers would be vested 


in the new Department of Police. 


The sheriff and constables 
would retain their duties relat- 
ing to civil actions—service of 
summonses and court orders— 
and the sheriff would continue 
in charge of prisoners in the 
county jail. 

The new police department 
would be under direction of a 
five-member Board of Police 
Commissioners to be appointed 
by the County Supervisor with 
approval of a majority of the 
entire council. Appointments to 
the board would become effec- 
tive 20 days after approval by 
the council, unless disapproved 


within that time by a majority) 


in the

Members of the police board 
would be required to be resi- 
dents of the county and would 
be prohibited from holding any 
other public office. Not more 
than three board members could 
belong to the same political 
party. Commissioners would be 
appointed for three years each, 
their terms to be staggered so 
that there would be an experi- 
enced nucleus in service at all 
times. 

A Superintendent of Police, 
selected by the police board, 
would have immediate supervi- 
sion, management and control 
over the department and its per- 
sonnel, subject to direction of 
the board. The superintendent 
would be required to be a per- 
son “qualified and experienced 
in police administration and law 
enforcement.” 

Although intended primarily 
to administer law enforcement 
in the unincorporated areas of 
the county, provision is made in 
the proposed charter amend- 
ment for performance of police 
duties in incorporated areas of 
the county under contract with 
the county. 

Regulatory Powers. 

The superintendent of police 
would have power to regulate 
and license all private watch- 
men, private detectives and pri- 
vate police in the unincorporated 
areas of the county. 

Provision would be made for 
the police board, on recommen- 
dation of the superintendent, to 
set up minimum standards for 
personnel of the department, 
provide for examination and 
screening of applicants, and es-

Justice Francois Caron re-'| 
cently delivered a judgment he 
had been working on for four 
years. It took four hours in the 
reading. 

The justice named names, 
cited dates and places, dished 
oat penalties to 20 present and 
retired police officers. He had 
found that four years ago Mon- 
treal was a vice-ridden city. 

The general conclusion was 
that in the period covered by 
his inquiry “the over-all activi- 
ties of the police constituted a 


’ silent union, systematically or- 


ganized to permit the existence 
of commercialized vice at defi- 
nite places for the profit of 
known persons.” 
Citizens Forced Inquiry. 
The judge had been appointed 


to make the investigation by the | 
Quebec provincial government 


a special commissioner with ex- 
traordinary powers. A group of 
citizens. shocked at conditions 
prevailing during the war and 
postwar years was responsible. 

But Justice Caron got little 
co-operation. There were times 
when funds for witness fees and 
other costs were unavailable. 
Moreover -he had to continue 
his regular judicial duties. The 
inquiry extended over 31 months 
during which he heard 374 wit- 
nesses, some of whom were 
questioned as long as six weeks. 

Apparently Caron found no 
direct proof of a financial link 
between .police authorities and 
the underworld. He did find 
positive evidence that the police 
at any time could have stopped 
the rackets. 

As a relic from an earlier vice 
clean-up they operated under a 
law permitting them to padlock 
a building used for prostitution 
or gambling. The operators 
found a way to enable the police 
to padlock their places without 
interfering with business. They 
had two or more doors with dif- 
ferent numbers. When one was 
padlocked another was opened.

Mrs. Mylonas, who helped direct the crew of 16 la- 
borers in the archeological excavations at Eleusis, 
brushes away dirt from the broken vase after its out- 
line had been exposed by patient digging.

N ANCIENT GREEK VASE, found in a ceme- 
tery near Athens by Dr. George E. Mylonas, 
professor of art and archeology at Wash- 
ington University, has been pronounced the most 
important discovery of its kind ever made on 
Greek soil. Dating from 650 B.C., the vase is re- 
garded by archeologists as the finest example of 
proto-Attic art in existence. 

The buff-colored vessel, made of baked clay 
and decorated with narrative paintings, is of mon- 
umental size and is ex tely shaped. Standing 
on a base only six es in diameter, it ur 
feet eight inches high, with its flaring £95 
inches in circumference at its widest point. The 
Bindi gs depict two scenes from Greek legends:

Chief Magistrate John M. Murtagh repeated 

a “clean-up-or-else” warning 27 times to groups of several hundred landlords 

each. With Murtagh using four courtrooms in rotation, about 2000 of the 

crowd entered the building each hour. The landlords were ordered to make 
necessary repairs and alterations to their property.

HOW U.N. ASSEM 


Seating of Delegations in Vast Hall Is Determined by Lot Each September 


By PAUL BERG of the PICTURES Staff 


HE UNITED NATIONS GENERAL ASSEMBLY, now holding 
its ninth session in New York, is the principal organ of the 
U.N., and the only one that includes all 60 member-nations. 

It is a deliberative, supervisory, reviewing and co-ordinating 
body. As such it has many aspects of a super-parliament, ex- 
cept that it acts largely by making recommendations to mem- 
ber states or other U.N. organs, including the Security Council. 

The setting for plenary (full delegation) meetings of this 
world group is the great and imposing auditorium of the Gen- 
eral Assembly building. There under rings of floodlights rep- 
resentatives of the 60 nations hold general debate, cast their 
votes on problems affecting the peace and well-being of the 
world. At the present session, first in U.N. history without an 
organized war under way, a major issue is disarmament. 

Meetings are presided over by the Assembly president, 
who is newly elected for each session. At one side of him on 
the podium is the U.N. Secretary General; on the other side the 
Secretary General's executive assistant. In front of the podium 
is the speaker's rostrum, from which delegates from the vari- 
ous nations address the assemblage. 

The 60 delegations, alphabetically assigned by nations 
after the first place is chosen by lot, are seated at 10 rows of 
leather-covered desks on the floor of the hall facing the po- 
dium. Facilities are adequate for delegations from 70 natigns, 
and can be expanded. To the sides and rear of the delegates’ 
area are seat sections for observers, guests, press, radio 
and television. Two balconies have 800 seats for the pyblic. 

Each member-nation may have five representatives in the

Assembly, but a member-nation has only one vote.. A two- 
thirds majority is r ed on matters defined as “important 
questions” in the U.N. Charter, a simple majority is required 
for other matters. Because of the various problems before the 
Assembly, most of that body’s groundwork has to be done 
in committees to expedite matters. 

‘Most important are the six “main committees” on which 
all member-nations are represented, and which thresh out 
agenda items and prepare recommendations to be submitted 
to plenary meetings for final decision. 


Last week one of the main’ committees, the Political and __ 


Security Committee, was deep in plans for step-by-step reduc- 
tion of the world’s arms and the eventual outlawing of atomic 
weapons. Disarmament was given top priority on the As- 
sembly agenda as an outcome of a dovist Union proposal, 
which, by dropping the Soviet’s past insistence on immediate 
prohibition of atomic weapons, offered hope for a new ap- 

ch to the problem. In past debate West and East have 

n deadlocked on arms, the West calling for introduction of 
atomic control by stages. 

In. essence the Soviet. proposal provided: Within six months 
to a year after agreeing to the plan, member-nations would re- 
duce their conventional armaments and armed forces by 50 
per cent. A temporary Security Council commission would be 
appointed to see that the treaty states followed their obliga- 
tions. After conventional arms were reduced, member-nations 
would stop making atomic weapons. To enforce this, a per- 
manent international control commission would be formed.

TIFLING SMOG has periodically blanketed the sprawling 
Los Angeles metropolitan area since 1943 when an enor- 
mous wartime industrial expansion began. Public indig- 

nation has waxed and waned with the pall, but last week, 
after 14 days of the worst smog in more than a year, it hit the 
boiling point. To dramatize the situation, luncheon club mem- 
bers donned gas masks at their weekly meeting, but it was 
no joking matter when the smoky fog was blamed as a con- 
tributing factor in the death of a 10-year-old girl.

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The raft Seven Little Sisters heads westward off the coast of Peru with Willis 
standing near the bow, at the start of the long voyage. Sole companions of 
the New Yorker, a former Texan, were a black cat and a parrot—for most of 
the way. The cat, presumably tiring of a steady diet of raw fish, ate the 
parrot two days before reaching Samoa. Willis, on arrival, also was ready 
to eat “anything but raw fish” and finished off a steak dinner.

AILING AND DRIFTING on a 35-foot balsa raft, 61-year-old William Willis 
was one man against the Pacific Ocean on a 115-day voyage from Peru 
to Pago Pago, Samoa. His raft, the Seven Little Sisters, was patterned 

after primitive vessels. For motive power it depended on two sails and the 
westward ocean current. On the long, lonely cruise he lived on raw fish 
and survival rations he took along, including powdered coffee, wild Peru- 
vian corn and sugar. 

Willis started out from Callao, Peru, last June 22 to show that a lone man 
could conquer the ocean with “the most rudimentary means of navigation.” 
It was not until 114 days later that the Seven Little Sisters was sighted 20 
miles off Pago Pago. e next ~~ > raft was picked up and towed to 
Pago Pago by a welcoming ship. had planned to drift 11,000 miles, 
taking eight months. In less than four months he had covered about 6500 
miles—nearly 2000 miles more than the trip the balsa raft Kon-Tiki, with a 
six-man crew, made seven years ago.

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To power ged ges ims of- America in peace and war, trainloads of 
bituminous coal move to industrial centers of the nation. Privately- 
owned electric utilities consume millions of tons of coal annually for 
the generation of power; supplemented by the power of impounded 


water. 


Progress of 75 years of generation of electric power by steam 
can be seen by comparing original boiler which Thomas A. Edison 
used in his workshop at Menlo Park, N.J., with huge steam generat- 
ing unit now in operation at Venice No. 2 Station of the Union 
Electric Power Co. According to The Babcock & Wilcox Co. of 
New York, manufacturers of both boilers, the Edison boiler was only 
14 feet high, compared with Union Electric's giant 13-story structure, 
but the Edison boiler required about 10 times as much fuel to gen- 
erate a kilowatt of electricity.

In 80 per cent of the homes in 
this country—over 34,000,000 of 
them, according to a leading cop- 
per producer: the answer will 
no. 


In some of these homes the wir- 
ing is not only inadequate but 
obsolete. First indications of ir- 
adequate wiring are frequent blow- 
ing of fuses or tripping of circuit 
breakers, dimming of lights as ap- 
pliances are turned on, laboring of 
refrigerator motor, slow heating of 
toasters, coffee makers, and hand 
irons. 

You can have an electrical con- 
tractor make a quick check of 
your wiring system by examining 
the following key points: 


1. The electric service entrance. 
Electricity comes from power 
line transformer in the street and 
enters your house through a meter, 
and is in turn distributed through 
a main switch and fuse panel. 
size of the wire in this part of the 
system determines the over-all elec- 
trical capacity of the house. Num- 
ber 2 size wire will provide 100 
amperes; number 4, 70 amperes; 
number 6, 55 amperes; number 8, 
40 ‘amperes. Building codes in 
this area now specify what shall be 
installed. 


2. Branch circuit system. 
the main fuse in the service en- 
trance panel, electricity is distrib- 
uted through the house through 
separate fuses and a number of 
smaller wires. Each circuit is pro- 
tected by an individual fuse. Ideal- 
ly, there should be three kinds of 
branch circuits—one for lights and 
convenience outlets everywhere ex- 
cept in kitchen, laundry, and din- 
ing areas; one for small appliances, 
such as washing machines and re- 
frigerators; and individual circuits 
or each piece of heavy duty equip- 
ment like an electric range or a 
hot-water heater. If number 14 
wire is used in the first two types, 
as is common in older houses, you 
can safely use up to 1750 watts on 
each circuit. Num 14 wire cir- 
cuits should be protected by 15- 
ampere screw-in fuses, but don’t let 
this mislead you. Larger fuses are 
often .used to replace those of the 
proper size. Num 12 wire and 
20-ampere fuses are recommended 
for general purpose circuits today. 
They are the smallest which may 
be used satisfactorily in small a 
pliance circuits, although the wl: 9 
er wire sizes are invariably used 
for both in a great many 
The number of circuits of this 
can be determined by. counting t 
screw-in fuses moun on 
main service entrance box or panel.

3. Individual circuits, for heavy 
duty appliances, should be wired 
and fused to meet the correct cur- 
rent requirements. An electric 
range is properly wired with num- 
ber 4 wire through two 40- or $0- 
ampere fuses. Cartridge fuses, re- 
sembling small shotgun shells with 
stu el aed blades * —— end, 
are in this type of in ation.

Our Washington “team” goes backstage with visiting royalty 


@ When kings and queens visit the 
U.. S., Government officials tell them: 
Americans speak their minds. If they 
address you as “Hey, Mac,” it’s not a 
term of disrespect. Americans simply 
are not accustomed to talking to roy- 
alty in common, everyday situations. 

To prove that point, PARADE Wash- 
ington correspondents Jack Anderson 
and Fred Blumenthal called on some 
of their “inside” Government sources. 
They came up with never-before pub- 
lished information and another PARADE 
exclusive to follow such “beats” as “If 
the White House Is Bombed” (May 
23). “Uncle Sam’s New Weapon 
Against Swindlers” (June 20) and “A 
Private Playland for $2 an Acre” (Aug. 
aa}. 

Here are actual cases in which Amer- 
ican plain talk caught visiting royalty 
off guard: 

While visiting the U. S. several 
months ago, Japan’s Crown Prince 
Akihito was taken on a fishing trip in 
Yellowstone National Park. The party 
consisted of a dozen or so dignitaries 
and one big, raw-boned, burly Wyom- 
ing guide. After the usual introduc- 
tions, there was an awkward moment. 
The guide just stood there staring at 
the Crown Prince. Finally, he broke 
the ice by saying: “C’mon Junior, let’s 
get going.” 

From then on, the Crown Prince was 
referred to as “C’mon Junior” by mem- 
bers of the fishing party—whenever he 


happened to be out of earshot. 

When Queen Juliana of the Nether- 
lands visited the U. S., she attended a 
lavish party at Sea Island, Ga. After 
the entertainers finished their act, the 
Queen applauded and said she wanted 
to congratulate each of them. First 
in line was a lovely young girl, the 
troupe’s singer. She shifted from one 
foot to the other, curtsied quickly and 
said: “Howdy, Miss Queen.” 

Her Highness beamed, shook the 
girl’s hand warmly and told her how 
much she had enjoyed the perform- 
ance. 

A date to go dancing was arranged 
for the Shah of Iran when he visited 
the U. S. some years ago. The girl, a 
typical college coed, was given a very 
formal introduction. But it didn’t take 
long for her to break through the 
formality. 

During the first dance, she said: “I 
can’t go through this whole evening 
calling you Your Highness. And I can’t 
call you Mr. Shah, or Mr. King. What 
should I do?” 

“Oh, just call me Reza”—his first 
name—the Shah replied without miss- 
ing a step. 

Anderson, 32, and Blumenthal, 36, 
teamed up shortly after the war. They 
are widely known as top Washington 
reporters who did legwork for a na- 
tionally syndicated columnist. For their 
story of what happens when VIP's visit 
Washington, see page 8.

ITTLE TOMMY JOHNSON was just plain 
delighted. A few weeks before, a card 
in the mal had announced a “Count 

- the Diamonds” contest sponsored by 
a local jeweler, and Tommy, who could count 
as well as any 8-year-old, had entered. Now 
here was a letter congratulating him on win- 
ning fourth prize,a diamond “valued at $50.” 

Right down to the jewelry store Tommy 
and his mama dashed. And there they learned 
the rude facts of life: Tommy could have his 
“prize” if he had the diamond set in a ring 
(cost: $25) and paid a “setting fee” ($7 or 
$8). Or he could apply the $50 to any other 
item in the store. Otherwise, no diamond. 
It was all there on the card—in fine print. 

Mrs. Johnson didn’t take advantage of this 
offer. Instead, she went to ‘the local Better 
Business Bureau, where officials sadly ticked 
off another town stung by the old “bait ‘and 
switch” game. 

There have been many of them. Since the 
racket first popped up on the Pacific Coast 
early this year, it has spread, in one form or 
another, to dozens of cities, most of them 
in the Midwest. What concerns the BBB most 
is that many of the jewelers aren't just copy- 
cats. Several high-powered outfits based on 
the West Coast are peddling this package to 
local jewelers and raking off a fat fee. The 
jeweler is promised increased sales; some- 
times he gets them, but more often he gets a 
harvest of ill will. And the jewelry industry 
everywhere gets a black eye. 

As a contest, one of the distinctive features 
of “Count the Diamonds” and its assorted 
relatives is that practically no contest is in- 
volved—for everyone “wins.” That is, every- 
one who enters is a cinch to receive a letter

in reply awarding him “fourth prize” or, at 
the very least, “fifth prize.” 

Here's the way it works: 

Advertising circulars are mailed to every- 
one in town, proclaiming the contest. The 
itlustration above is typical. As part of his 
service, the promoter furnishes the cards, 
printed with the local jeweler’s name, and 
handles the mail. 

First, second and thied prizes are offered. 
These purport to be of some value; as a mat- 
ter of fact, the Better Business Bureau says 
they usually are on the up-and-up. But they 
are greatly outnumbered by the fourth and 
fifth prizes—and with these, in fine print, the 
jeweler leaves himself an out: “All fourth and 
fifth prizes must be installed in an article of 
gold or platinum at a nominal labor charge.” 

That's the “bait.” Now comes the “switch”: 
Once the winner appears at the store to claim 
his prize, he is handed the same runaround 
Mrs. Johnson got. The salesman puts on 
strong pressure to persuade the winner to use 
his “prize” as credit on a higher-priced item. 
Needless to say, prices temporarily have been 
jacked up to absorb the “credit.” One woman 
was persuaded to use hag, $50 credit to buy 
an $89.50 ring, makiM@@he price $39.50. 
Later she had her buy appraised by another 
jeweler. The estimated value was not more 
than $30. 

And if the winner insists on his prize, 
the jeweler can always fall back on the gim- 
mick in his ad. Sure, you can have your dia- 
mond. But it will cost you money for the 
setting, plus a “small labor charge.” One 
soldier's wife who wanted her diamond as a 
gift for her husband paid $48.73 for the ring 
plus mounting. The BBB figures the stone 
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was worth, wholesale, about $7.50, the ring 
about $2.50. 

The same sort of epidemic swept the fur 
trade not long ago. Entrant@in a “Count the 
letters in this ad” contest received “checks” 
allegedly worth $50, to be cashed at the store. 
But they found their winnings could be ap- 
plied only to higher-priced furs. 

“Count the Diamonds” has many faces. 
Sometimes advertisements are used instead 
of the mail approach. Others substitute a 
“silhouette contest,” in which contestants 
guess the identity of a silhouette, with the 
help of rather obvious hints. (A silhouette 
of Theodore Roosevelt, for instance, carried 
the clue, “Rough Rider.” What grade-school 
child could miss?) | 

Some of the contests are operated by a 
West Coast outfit which has no official con- 
nection with the diamond trade, but which 
uses a variety of flossy names which seem to 
give the contests prestige. Other contests use 
reverse tactics—“a contest for this community 
only,” they are advertised. To dodge lottery 
laws, some contests require entrants to 
answer, in 25 words, some questiog like 
“Why I Want a Diamond.” If you can write, 
you Can “win.” 

No matter what the mask, it’s still a dodge. 
In one city, the BBB counted the diamonds 
and sent in 17 answers—deliberately staggered 
from several hundred to several thousand— 
under fictitious names. A few weeks later, 
each “contestant” was solemnly notified he 
had won fourth prize. 

Honest jewelers are growing worried about 
the inroads the “bait and switch” game is 
making into their business. In some cities,

Safety for the Cops 


Oakland’s experiment looks odd, but it saves lives 


OAKLAND, CALIF. 
66 EY, Buck Rogers!” kids here are 
likely to shout when they see a local 
motorcycle cop these days. Reason: 
the snazzy new black-and-white crash hel- 
mets worn by the mounted police. 

Made of Fiberglas lined with sponge rub- 
ber, and decorated with official insignia, they 
make the cops look like spacemen. But they 
have a serious purpose: saving lives. 

A year ago, when a motorcycle cop died 
of a skull fracture after crashing into a car, 
Capt. Wyman W. Vernon, head of the 
Traffic Division, did some heavy thinking. 
In a force of 54 motorcycle cops, the past 
year had seen one killed and several more 


hospitalized with severe head injuries. In 15 
years, more had been killed or badly hurt 
than in the supposedly far riskier homicide, 
robbery and vice details. 

Vernon won approval to go ahead and 
order crash helmets. Then he made a dis- 
covery: though racing cyclists here and 
police in Europe had had crash helmets for 
years, not a single American police force 
used them. It took Vernon six solid months 
just to find a manufacturer. 

His helmets cost $27 apiece, but they're 
paying off. Recently two patrolmen ran head- 
on into apparently lethal accidents — and 
emerged unscathed. And, belatedly, other 
‘cities are starting to follow Oakland's lead. &

How will the Queen Mother be treated? Why did a ham 
embarrass the Begum? Who spilled a cocktail on the 


Prince? Come meet our visiting royalty — backstage 


HEN ENGLAND'S Queen Mother steps down 
the gangplank of her namesake ocean liner, 
the Queen Elizabeth, this week—thus com- 
mencing her first visit to the United States 
since 1939—she will walk headlong into the Américan 
version of “royal treatment.” 

It's a treatment that is planned months in advance 
and is timed to the split second. The Queen Mothe: 
will find herself in the hands of the State Depart- 
ment’s “protocol boys,” who have known for weeks 
exactly where the royal visitor will be at any given 
moment during her stay. 

The red-carpet routine ordinarily ts reserved. for 
chiefs of state, but the Queen Mother presents a 
special case. Though no longer reigning, she is a 
symbol of the British Empire to most Americans. She 
also 1s a personal friend of President Eisenhower. 

So it will be the red carpet deluxe. As usual, this 
will be rolled out by tall, handsome John Simmons, th 
Chief of Protocol, who has been guiding assorted br 
royal and non-royal rulers around the United States 


for the past four years. 

Any state visit begins, really, at least three months “ 
ahead of the actual arrival. Word is passed through le 
diplomatic channels that a foreign dignitary would fc 
like to visit Washington. If the State Department con- th 
cludes the trip would not upset any delicate diplo- p 
matic maneuvers, the White House issues a formal bh 


invitation—to a guest who has already, in effect, in- 
vited himself. 
If the would-be visitor is not welcome at that time, 
word goes. back through our ambassador that the | 
President will be “too busy” to extend proper cour- 
tesies. One government head refused to take the hint 
and came anyway, on the pretext of needing medical 
treatment. He ended up seeing no one but’ doctors. 
Once a royal trip gets the green light, the formal b 
visit to Washington invariably follows the same pat- 
tern. The guest (with an entourage limited to no more ' 
than 10 persons) arrives in the President's private : 
plane, which lands at Washington National Airport

Next, the party drives through downtown Wash- 
ington to the White House to be greeted by the 
President. The streets are always fluttering with flags 
and lined with people—most of them Government 
workers let off work early to swell the crowds. 

Before the Queen Mother's daughter, now Queen 
Elizabeth I], came to this country, she worried about 
how to respond to American crowds. The question was 
submitted discreetly through diplomatic channels. A 
big conference followed. : 

Our State Department finally advised her: “Do 
just as your mother, Queen Elizabeth, did in 1939. She 
held a handkerchief in her hand and gave it a slight 
wave, scarcely more than a flutter, as the crowds 
cheered.” 

Princess Elizabeth followed instructions exactly. 

For any visiting head of state, the ride through 
the Capital and the presidential greeting are followed 
by two hours of rest in a White House suite. Then 
comes the state dinner with the President as host. 

Promptly at 7:30 p.m., 64 guests (there are always 
exactly 64, including cabinet officers, congressional 
leaders, diplomats and a sprinkling of military brass) 
formally file past the President, Mrs. Eisenhower and 
the visitor. The Marine band in full-dress uniform 
plays dignified background music, and security officers 
hover inconspicuously in corners. 


After Dessert, the Elevator 


XACTLY 30 MINUTES later, the host leads the 

guests into the state dining room. Ike sits at 

the head of the horseshoe table with the honored 
guest on his right. Mamie is placed at some socially 
strategic point at the table. 

Dinner is followed by a half-hour of conversation 
back in the main ballroom. Then President and Mrs. 
Eisenhower quietly disappear with the guest into their 
private elevator and ride to their upstairs quarters. 
That's the signal the function is over. 

From then on, the routine may vary depending on 
the purpose of the visit and the inclination of the 
guest. Sometimes the trip is almost all business. Then, 
the visitor stays in Washington and attends confer- 
ences, perhaps going back to the White House for a 
more informal luncheon. 

One morning, during Sir Winston Churchill's last 
visit, an aide passed the Prime Minister's room at 
the British Embassy and heard a bellowing within. 


“Where are my teeth? Get me my teeth!” roared 
Churchill. “How can I have luncheon with the 
President if I can’t bite?” 

On another occasion, the British leader was enter- 
tained on the presidential yacht. He suffered through 
a long, formal dinner, thirsting for a taste of wine. 
Finally, after all the other dishes, had been cleared 
away, a Waiter poured a gurgle of wine into the bot- 
tom of his glass. Sir Winston gave the contents a 
disdainful look, then, turning aside, whispered hoarse- 
ly to the British Ambassador: “This is another case 
of too little and too late.” 

Sometimes a chief of state will take his problems 
before Congress and “address a joint session. This 
has been known to cause mute dismay around diplo- 
matic circles, as in the recent case of Korea's Syng- 
man Rhee. 

However, it’s when the visiting ruler wants to tour 
the United States that Chief of Protocol Simmons 
has his most difficult problems. 

He must sift through dozens of invitations from 
cities, schools, hospitals and other organizations. No 
matter how well the schedule is drawn up, invariably 
there are last-minute invitations that must be worked 
in. The result usually is a too-tight time table, a mad 
scramble to complete arrangements and—at the end 
of the visit~an exhausted chief of state. 

The time. of these important sightseers literally is 
never their own. They are told what to do and when 
to do it, even how long they can sleep (six hours 
average). They are told what to say and, maybe 
more important, what not to say. At all times they 
are accompanied by State Department security officers. 

When Queen Frederika of Greece slipped out of 
a New York City reception late one afternoon, even 
her own staff assumed she was going to her hotel— 
everyone did, that is, except the State Department's 
ace security officer, Bill Huskey. He rushed with her 
to the airport and aboard a chartered plane to Wash- 
ington. Without publicity, the Queen quietly called 
on Gen. George Marshall at Walter Reed Hospital, 
spent an hour with him, then flew back to New York. 

“I had to thank him for the Marshall Plan. It 
saved Greece,” she told Huskey. 

An important function performed by the “protocol 
boys” is to tutor the guest on American customs. 
Fortunately, they did their job well on Crown Prince 
(now King) Saud a! Saud of Saudi Arabia. 


In Saudi Arabia three things are taboo in public: 
associating with women, drinking liquor and smoking. 
On the Prince's six-week U.S. tour, officials were 
horrified at one reception to see all three taboos vio- 
lated simultaneously. Staggering slightly, an American 
girl approached the Prince with a cocktail in one 
hand and a cigarette in the other. Trying to greet 
the royal guest, she managed to splash the royal robe. 

The well-coached Prince didn't. even blink. 

Prospective hosts all over the country must also 
be coached on such matters as what the visitor ts like, 
what his customs dictate and—very important—what 
he can eat. The last gets complicated when visitors 
belong to religions that ban certain foods. 

Moslems, for instance, eat no pork products—which 
caused some alarm when the Begum, wife of Paki- 
stan’s Prime Minister Liaquat Ali Khan, visited a 
Chicago supermarket. The Begum was delighted with 
the store. The store manager also was delighted, with 
so many photographers on hand. At the close of the 
visit, he presented the Begum with a large ham. 

The photographers closed in; the Begum looked 
anxious. Then she accepted the gift—but persuaded 
the photographers to take no pictures. “My country- 
men might not understand,” she explained. 

Haile Selassie, Emperor of Ethiopia, is a Christian, 
but he belongs to the Coptic sect which outlaws meat 
of web-footed fowls. So before his visit the word 
went out: no ducks or geese on the menu, please. 

India’s Prime Minister Pandit Nehru, a devout 
Hindu, ordered a buffet supper for reporters who had 
accompanied him on a tour of the Middle West. The 
caterer sent over hors d'oeuvres containing beef, 
which no Hindu can touch. But an alert State De- 
partment official saved the day: he got the beet 
replaced by shrimp before Nehru arrived. 

Then there was the luncheon for Turkey's Presi- 
dent Celal Bayar. Behind the seat of honor was a 
huge floral decoration in the form of a fez. Moments 
before the luncheon was to start, a State Department 
official arrived and was appalled: he knew Bayar re- 
gards the abolishment of the fez throughout. Turkey 
as one of his major achievements. Frantically the 
official ordered the flowers rearranged to resemble 
something—anything—else. ; 

Visiting royalty usually tour the country in special 
cars attached to regular trains. At every stop, crowds 
surge around and deluge the visitors with gifts. Greek- 
Americans particularly knocked themselves out when 
Queen Frederika was here. She received literally tons 
of roses (which ended up in children’s hospitals). 

At the end of the tour, back in New York City, 
the Queen went shopping with the ever-present se- 
curity officer. In a small silver shop on Fifth Avenue 


she spotted a sl vase.

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Visitors get physical workouts—and some fancy presents 


“What is this vase for?” she asked the sales- 
man, who was unaware he was waiting on 
royalty. 

“Oh,” he said, shrugging, “you could put a 
rose in it—if anybody ever gave you a rose.” 

The Queen smiled, perhaps remembering the 
hundreds of thousands of roses she had been 
given, and bought the little vase. | 

Probably the most unusual gift was carted 
home by Prince Saud Al Saud, who spotted the 
souvenir he wanted at a New York.dinner given 
by an oil company. What caught the royal eye 
was the dinner table’s centerpiece, a miniature 
American landscape. On the rolling green hills 
were tiny oil wells pumping real oil, small elec- 
tric and diesel trains, miniature forests and a 
tiny refinery producing real gasoline. 

The oil company obligingly cut it into sec- 
tions, wrapped it-up and shipped it to his home 
in Saudi Arabia. 

During his American travels, the young 
Prince kept up such a grueling pace that he wore 
out his whole entourage. After three weeks, 
State Department officials decided the Prince 
needed a rest and settled down in Arizona for 
four days. Only one day passed before the 
Prince demanded to know why they were stay- 
ing so long. The tour managers explained. 

“No,” said Prince Saud Al Saud with finality. 
“There will be plenty of time to rest when | 
get home. I must see everything I can. Let's go.” 

Another visitor who got a physical workout 
was Queen Juliana of the Netherlands. At a 
tree-planting ceremony at Sea Island, Ga., the 
Queen was supposed to toss the first shovel-full 
of dirt into the hole. Amateur photographers in 
the crowd kept asking her to repeat the act. In 
15 minutes she almost filled the hole. 

Of all the recent visitors, Japan’s young 
Crown Prince Akihito showed the most interest 
in American history. On the way to Valley 
Forge, his American tutor, Mrs. Vining, sat 


beside him in the car and talked about the true 
significance of Valley Forge with all its heart- 
break and hardship. The Prince seemed more 
weary than interested. She was not sure he 
really understood. 

But the next day, the 18-year-old surprised 
2,000 guests at a dinner at the Waldorf by 
telling, in halting English, the lesson of Valley 
Forge. He spoke with sincere emotion of the 
spiritual significance of the. American sacrifice 
there. Mrs. Vining, sitting in the background, 
smiled quietly; her little lecture had been not 
only heard but felt. 

Who foots the bill for these royal visits? 
While the heads of state are official guests, the 
U.S. Government picks up the tab. This official- 
guest status is usually confined to the trip from 
New York'to Washington and the stay in the 
nation’s capital. Thereafter, the visitors are on 
their own expense accounts, though sometimes 
a private host will pay the way. For example, the 
Arabian-American Oil Company put up the 
money for Prince Saud Al Saud’s visit. 


Mix-ups Go Through Channels 


CCASIONALLY, THERE'S slight embarrass- 
ment over who should pay. Haile Selassie 
inadvertently charged a reception to the 

U.S. Government after his official-guest status 
had expired. This little mix-up was straightened 
out quietly by the two governments. 

One expense has already been paid out for 
the Queen Mother's approaching visit. The last 
time she came to this country, in 1939, she 
notified the White House through diplomatic 
channels that she liked a hot-water bottle for 
her bed. She arrived in the muggy month of 
June, when an icepack might have been more 
suitable.

GAINESVILLE, FLA. 
BRIGHT-EYED little boy, his speech mus- 
cles crippled by cerebral palsy, stares 
into a big rectangular mirror as he 
forms his lips in the sound of oo. 

A speech clinician, seated with him, says, 
“Good. Let’s try again. Like this .. . 

Before another mirror, a husky young man, 
paralyzed by a blow on the head, likewise 
practices therapeutic exercises, learning from 
his own reflection. 

These are mirrors with a difference. Pa- 
tients see only their own reflections. But 
watching them from the other side in an 
adjoining room—as though looking through a 
window—sit clinic trainees studying to be 
specialists in this very type of therapy. 

With them are teachers, other clinicians 
and perhaps parents of the patients. (No 
patient may be observed without consent of 
parents or guardians.) By means of these 
two-way mirrors, trainees can observe thera- 
peutic techniques in a way that would not 
otherwise be possible. 

As used at the University of Florida Center 
of Clinical Services here, the mirrors are key 
aids in an entirely new type of therapy for the 
mentally and physically ill. 

One clinician describes it this way: “The 
two-way mirror method can best be com- 
pared to an operating theater in a hospital. 
There, medical students watch a surgeon 
at work. The patient, under anesthetic, as, of 
course, totally unaware anyone is looking 
on. There is no embarrassment. A patient 
seated before the two-way mirror is equally 
unaware anyone is watching. He can be 
helped because he is relaxed and because he 
feels an intimate contact with the clinician 
who is trying to help him.” 

The Florida Center—the only one of its 
kind in the United States—is an example of 
scientific teamwork on a remarkable scale. 
Established five years ago, it is made up of 
five different clinics—psychological, speech 
and hearing, reading laboratory, adaptive and 
corrective exercises, marriage and family. 
Each is staffed with experts who dovetail 
their work with that of the other clinics. 


A ‘Total Approach’ 


RE FIVE CLINICS five times better than 
A one? In the opinion of Dr. Darrel J. 
Mase, who co-ordinates the entire pro- 
gram, they most certainly are. Dr. Mase is 
basing his opinion on more than 25 years’ 
experience in teaching the handicapped. The 
Florida Center, he believes, provides a “total 
approach” to the patient’s behavior problems. 
One of the first patients at the Center was 
Kenneth Palmer, who was stricken with cere- 
bral palsy when he was 18 months old. When 
he was brought to the Center at the age of 
5, he could make scarcely any sounds and had 
almost no control over his hands and arms. 
But his intelligence was above average. 
Treatment began in the Speech Clinic. As 
he slowly improved, corrective physical ther- 
apy was added. Today, at 10, Kenneth can 
walk and speak almost normally. He rides a 
bicycle and uses a typewriter. He is sturdy, 
alert and immensely proud of the “E’s” on 


his school report card. His entire treatment is 
being underwritten by The Nemours Foun- 
dation of the Alfred I. DuPont Institute. 

Then there is George C. Powell, a Uni- 
versity of Florida graduate who met with a 
strange and tragic accident two years ago. 
Working at a lumber camp in Oregon, Powell 
was struck on the head by a tree branch flung 
upward by the treads of a tractor. The blow 
partly paralyzed him, and he virtually lost 
his power of speech. His parents brought him 
back to his home in Florida, where treat- 
ment at the Center was arranged. 

There, Powell made amazing progress. Last 
summer, the Oregon girl he was engaged to 
at the time of his accident came to Gaines- 
ville to visit him. Powell had so improved 
that he and his fiancee were able to talk over 
future plans. They decided then and there 
to get married. The new Mrs. Powell has gone 
back to her teaching job in Oregon. George 
plans to join her there and establish their 
home. Doctors now indicate he may be able 
to walk again in about a year. 


Starting Over at 20 


YOUNG MAN Of 20 was brought to the 
Center one day. His actions were those 
of a 5-year-old child. An operation for 


~ removal of a brain abscess had blacked out 


most of his thinking processes. His therapy 
began with word-recognition tests. Like a 
child, he learned to identify the right word 
with the right object. This, plus treatment 
in the other clinics, slowly brought him back. 

Here is how a 20-year-old mechanic, who 
had lost the power to recognize words as the 
result of a brain injury, was taught how to 
read. He was still able to describe how he 
repaired or took apart a motor, and so his 
words were taken down in shorthand, then 
typed out and shown him in printed form. 
At first, for example, he could not recognize 
the word “carburetor,” although he knew 
one when he saw it. He gradually made his 
own mental connections and learned to read 
normally. 

Not all patients at the Center are retarded 
as the result of physical injury. Some simply 
have not been educated enough to take their 
place in society. One 15-year-old boy from 
the Florida back country knew nothing but 
the simplest words. He couldn’t remember 
anything from one moment to the next — 
even that elementary mental process was 
beyond him. Clinicians spent a whole week 
making him understand that if he learned 
words he would remember things. They 
worked with him two hours a day. He made 
the equivalent of three years’ school prog- 
ress in eight weeks. 

The Center never refuses treatment be- 
cause of inability to pay. There is a scale of 
fees, however. If the patient can pay, the 
amount is set after consultation with who- 
ever referred the patient to the clinic. 

To date, the Center has helped about 4,000 
handicapped, Now Dr. Mase is planning the 
next stage: integrating his program with the 
Health Center being built at the University of 
Florida, the first unit of which is a $13,000,- 
000 medical school and hospital. =

A little consideration goes a long way—for both mates 


HAT’S THE WORST complaint you 
can make about your husband?” 
I asked a friend recently when she 
was in the midst of criticism of 
Marriage in general and hers in particular. 

“He just won't talk,” she wailed—and I knew 
exactly what she meant. 

Another woman said to me, “Lots of people 
think I'm. a dumb little bunny. But I really run 
my husband’s business. I listen’ when he talks 
about his troubles and when he’s talked himself 
out I always seem to be able to pinpoint the 
problem. I think his just being able to talk to 
a really interested listener without interruption 
helps him, and me, too, to unsnarl the familiar 
tangles.” 

There, I knew, was an understood husband 
who likes to come home. 

The crux of the matter often seems to be a 
combination of husbands who won't talk and 
wives who won't listen. It is good to develop a 
true sensitivity to one’s mate’s needs. A willing 
listener need listen with only half an ear, need 
make -only an occasional interested or comfort- 
ing remark while looking attentive to relax the 
other's tension. Surely we'd do as much for a 
friend. Why not for a husband or wife? 

And how do we look for our mates alone? 
Does a husband use Sunday as an excuse for not 
shaving when no guests are expected? Does a 
wife put on her lipstick and remove the pin- 
curlers after her husband has left for the office, 
because how she looks in the supermarket is 
more important to her than how she looks at 
the breakfast table? These are discourtesies that 
indicate to one’s mate in an insidious way that 
his or her opinion is less important than the 
world’s. 

Bad manners in marriage are often not con- 
scious at all. A man doesn’t say to himself, “I'll 
just throw my dirty socks on the floor so Janey 
will have to pick them up. She really has nothing 
else to do but dress the children, clean the house, 
do the laundry, the shopping and get the meals.” 
He just doesn’t think. 

And his wife, when she speaks to him about 
such things, as she should, should take that tack 
—not that he’s being unkind, but that he’s un- 
thinking..If she gives him a kiss instead of a 
frown as she tells him so, she'll possibly make 
some progress in his marital education.

Of course, many people are hopelessly ‘un- 
tidy and not even uncomfortable about it. If 
they are paired with compulsively neat mates 
there has to be some elasticity somewhere, for 
we can’t change people if they really want to 
stay as they are. It’s a lot easier on her nerves 
for a fussy housekeeper to pick up after a 
sloppy husband than to nag him at every op- 
portunity. There is some faint hope that after 
years of living in pleasant order, a husband may 
begin to understand how it is achieved and learn 
to co-operate in a mild way. But a loving rela- 
tionship is more important than absolute obedi- 
ence to the house rules. 


Some Practical Rules 


VERY YOUNG HUSBAND should be given some 
kind of a guide to his expected co-opera- 
tion in the household right from the start. 

Most mellowed husbands know these things and 
adherence to such more or less flexible rules 
often does make for more comfortable marriage. 
A husband should: 

1 Greet his wife and children morning and 
evening, and bid them good night. 

2 Be on time for meals or give adequate 
warning of his intended tardiness or absence. 

3 Make no social engagements for his wife 
and himself without consulting her first and, 
preferably, referring any such invitations to his 
wife for clearance. Keeping the social calendar 
is a wife’s job. 

4 Seek to entertain his wife and family at 
mealtimes with pleasant conversation. 

_ 5 Keep family troubles within the family 
circle through quiét, reasonable discussion. 

6 Never go to bed without making up a 
quarrel. 

7 Indicate his love and deference for his wife 
in his courtesies, public and private.

1 Breakfast with her husband looking clean 
and attractive. 

2 Be on time for their appointments together

THE RED NAVY: 
_ NEW THREAT TO AMERICA 


The Iron Curtain has been ripped away to reveal Russia's 


No. 1 military secret — a frantic, gigantic fleet buildup

ITTLE BY LITTLE the story has been 
leaking out. 
Here and there—as at the corona- 
tion ceremonies of Queen Elizabeth 
in 1953, and again last summer in Stock- 
holm—a ship or two shows up. 

And into the speeches of Western military 
experts—as in U.S. Navy Secretary Charles 
S. Thomas’ address at Mare Island (Calif.) 
Naval Shipyard this fall—creeps a new note 
of alarm. 

Despite all the efforts to keep it a secret 
behind the Iron Curtain, the free world has 
been coming to a chilling conclusion: Russia 
has a first-class Navy. 

In the last few years, Americans have 
become used to living with the uncomfortable 
facts about Russia’s great land army (175 
divisions) and air power (20,000 planes). 
They’ve been made aware that the Russians 
know how to produce nuclear weapons—and 
are stockpiling them fast. : 

But so far little has been made of the 
Soviets’ bid for control of the seas. Perhaps 


' one reason is that the Russians, who have 


proudly paraded their troops and planes be- 
fore foreign eyes and never denied their 
reported successes in the nuclear field, have 
kept their fleet under wraps. 

Another reason might be that the story of 
Russia's naval expansion does not seem to fit 
the strategy in the U.S., where manpower for 
the Navy is being reduced, many: vessels 
wallow in mothballs and very few major 
Ships have been launched in the ‘last eight 
years. Yet U.S. officials certainly know what 
is going on behind the Iron Curtain. 

In his Mare Island speech, Secretary 
Thomas indicated Russia had fearned the 
“one great lesson” of the last war. “If the 
power of America, economic as well as mili- 
tary, is to be blunted,” he explained, “our 
control of the sea must be neutralized.” 

How is Russia profiting by this lesson? 
Ten years ago, the Soviet fleet was No. 7 in 
the world; today it has passed Britain's to 
become No. 2, with realistic prospects that 
it eventually will surpass even our own in 
both size and modern design. 

For several years, Russia has been buying 
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all its merchant ships in other countries. 
This has left Red shipyards—more than 30 
major ones—free to turn ort fast, durable, 
clean-lined, heavily gunned, radar-equipped 
submarines, destroyers and cruisers. Out of 
these and smaller yards come hundreds of 
auxiliaries: minelayers, minesweepers, es- 
corts, patrol boats and the like. 

Not long ago workers laid down a tre- 
mendous battleship keel inside the covered, 
heavily patrolled shipyard in Molotovsk on 
the White Sea. Like other yards in the 
U.S.S.R., Molotovsk operates on a round- 
the-clock schedule with bonus food packages 
and free holiday trips as a lure for superior 
performance from the workers. 

At almost the same time a hand-picked 
Russian crew stood by while a sleek new 
690-foot cruiser, covered with 4-inch belt 
armor and abristle with a dozen 6-inch guns, 
slid down the ways at Archangelsk and 
splashed into the cold blue water. 

These are just two examples of the kind 
of frantic building program -going on every- 
where behind the Iron Curtain and particu- 
larly in the biggest yards: Leningrad, Gorki, 
Riga, Poti, Tallinn, Kronstadt, Murmansk 
and Novorossitisk. The cost to date? At least 
45 billion U.S. dollars. 

To learn how Russia is going about all 
this — and why —I spoke with two former 
Soviet officials now living in Europe and 
other key refugee sources in the U.S. 

“Until Russia has the biggest navy afloat,” 
one of them told me, “the expansion pro- 
gram will continue. It is a far larger increase 
than you will find in either the Red Army or 
the Air Force. In the Ministry of Defense, 
Marshal Bulganin has three aims. He wants 
the largest army, air force and navy. Already 
he has the largest army and air force. And 
it looks as if the Soviets will soon have the 
largest navy, too. Doesn’t it?” 

‘It does, according to the latest available 
figures. (See box score, right.) Here’s how 
the present Russian naval picture looks: 

@ Battleships. These are not so important a 
part of the Red fleet as some other types. 
But the big Sovietunion (35,000 tons com- 
pared to 45,000 tons for U.S. battleships) 
will be followed by three more built along 
the same lines and already under way. At the 
same time keels for two small, fast “pocket” 
battleships have gone down in White Sea 
yards. In addition, the Russians use three 
old ships from their World War I inventory 
for training and shore-bombardment work. 
@ Cruisers. Backbone of the new Soviet 
fleet, the cruiser-building program has aston- 
ished Western intelligence officials. Fifteen 
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postwar models are on the line now. They 
are heavily armed, equipped with a dozen 
radar sets, insulated against the Arctic win- 
ters and capable of at least 35-knot speeds. 
Eighteen more with even stronger bow rein- 
forcements are on the way. 

@ Destroyers. More than 135 destroyers of 
all types have been launched, including 
Ognevoi-class vessels armed with four 5.1- 
inch guns in twin mounts. ‘At least 20 more 
will be coming down the skids this year. 

@ Submarines. In the last five years, the

Russian U-boat pack has grown monstrously 
until today it contains more than 370 subs. 
Extremely long-range vessels of the K type 
(with snorkels) account for 100 of these. 
Production schedules show that at least 30 
more will be added within the next year. 

Hundreds of miscellaneous auxiliary ves- 
sels bring the total of this new Russian Navy 
to upwards of 5,000 ships. And more than 
3,500 land-based planes, including MIG-15 
jets and bombers, fill out the Navy for co- 
ordinated operations. 

The very nature of this gigantic building 
program indicates the strategy in the minds 
of tough, glowering Admiral Nikolai Kuz- 
netsov and his associates. 

The great emphasis on cruisers and sub- 
marines points to the kind of devastating 
minelaying and raiding operations Nazi Ger- 
many ran so successfully in the last war. 
Then, the Germans sank 2,770 Allied mer- 
chant ships. And they did it with only 70 
relatively old-fashioned vessels. 

The value of this kind of strategy is ob- 
vious. The U.S., for example, must import 
many critical raw materials of war from 
abroad. In addition, it is cut off from its 
NATO and SEATO allies by great expanses 


of sea. Continued on page 26

But there’s more to the Russian sub- 
marine strategy than the Germans ever 
dreamed of. At the Komsomolsk naval 
yards on the great Siberian river Amur, 
special fittings for rockets and atomic- 
headed missiles are being added to some 
new submarines. 

Potentially, these vessels can undertake 
a mission far more deadly to the U.S. 
with its long, exposed coast lines than the 
harrassing of merchant shipping. From 
hundreds of miles at sea they could hurl 


nuclear destruction on Boston, New York, 


Philadelphia, Baltimore, San Francisco 
and our other coastal centers of popula- 
tion and industry. 

And the fact that there are no aircraft 
carriers in the Russian fleet leads to an- 
other obvious cenclusion. Carriers are 
designed to move war planes close to 
enemy targets; but for that sort of opera- 
tion Russia is investing its rubles in guided 
missiles and long-range, intercontinental 
bombers. | , 

“The Soviet defense ministry believes 
the era of the giant carriers is all but 
gone,” says a former Russian official. 

What has Russia been doing with this 
new, expanded armada? 

So far, the ships have been going 
through intensive training operations in 
four separate fleets. While some of the 
long-range submarines fan out on secret 
missions far into the Pacific beyond 
America’s defense possessions, the bulk 
of them work tightly with surface units 
in the Baltic, Black Sea, Northern and 
Pacific fleets. Occasionally a cruiser, its 
superstructure partly covered or stripped 
down, will make a friendly visit to a 
neighboring country,/as in the trip to 
Stockholm last July. But most of the time 
the fleet is working in careful unison on 
its grim war exercises. 

A grid of canals and inland waterways 


has been dredged across Russia's Euro- 
pean mainland to give the fleets wide 
mobility. Units can be shifted from the 
Baltic to the Black Sea and even north to 
the Barents by means of these waterways. 
This mobility may be even. greater in 
the next year or so if one of the major 
projects now under way succeeds. Far 
north of the 17th parallel, up beyond the 
fanshaped Taymyr Peninsula—where ships 
now can pass eastward from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific only some 10 or 12 weeks 
a year—explosive experts and ice-breaking 
vessels are attempting to blast open an 
Arctic passage on a year-round basis. 
For tighter, more realistic co-ordination, 
the Russian Navy Ministry went through 
an organizational shakeup .in 1949. Like 
the Army and the Air Force, Kuznetsov’s 
Navy is a part of the overall Ministry 
of Defense, with its own organizational 
structure reaching down through lower 
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directorates. In this manner, the services 
maintain a good deal of flexibility de- 
spite close liaison at a high level. 

Nobody this. side of the Iron Curtain 
seems ready to say precisely how it works, 
but Russian organization admittedly is 
good. Says one high American official, 
“We've been talking about our services 
really working together in comfortable 
harness for a long time now. Do they? 
Don’t make me laugh. Yet from all we 
can learn the Russians, possibly because 
of their crushing dictatorial system, have 
actually made this work without causing 
any harm to any of the parts.” 

As the big Russian naval buildup 
quietly began in 1949 and 1950, observers 
on both sides of the Iron Curtain noticed 
a curious thing. While Soviet aircraft 
whirled over Moscow skies in full view 
of Western embassy people and army for- 
mations marched in the big public squares, 
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New Russian cruiser, Admiral Nakhimov, on display in Stockholm last ily, 
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the Navy made few official announcements and even fewer 
appearances. Even now, the shipyards are covered and 
patrolled by sentries to fence off the civilian population. 
And the large naval bases in Leningrad, Tallinn, Baltisk, 
Vladivostok and Murmansk muzzle their personnel while 
tight security pickets walk their eternal -beats. 

Not long ago, an English newspaper carried a vague 
story estimating the size of the Russian Navy. The esti- 
mate was far below the actual. figures. Yet Pravda saw fit 
to protest by publicly scolding the EngXsh paper for what 
it called exaggerations. It was the first time in memory that 
Russia had criticized any Western estimates of the Soviet 
war-making potential. 

Why? To intelligence people the answer is simply that 
Russia hoped the free world would concentrate on Soviet 
land armies and air strength while the Navy quietly built 
itself into a global menace. Now this objective << 
has been achieved. 

Not only is the Russian Navy formidably large, but it is 
reportedly of very high quality. By eliminating such Western 
luxuries as air conditioning, iceboxes, motion pictures and 
ice-cream mixers, Soviet naval architects jam more radar, 
mine space, torpedo stowage and antiaircraft rockets into 
the sleek, powerful new vessels. To many experts, the Rus- 
sian fleet is beginning to look like the best one on the’ line 
anywhere, East or West. 

Intelligence men, measuring the efficiency of the enemy 
navy, also give it high marks for seamanship. German re- 
ports from the last war graded Russian sailors as bold, 
imaginative and disciplined. In some respects, the Nazi 
authorities felt that the Russians, despite the lack of any 
real naval tradition, had a better potential for seamanship 
and particularly offensive actions than even the British. 

A cold, calculating program guarantees the Soviet Navy 
its share of tough, reliable men to work the ships. Out of 
the Komsomol (Young Communist League) come thou- 
sands of politically disciplined trainees. Instead of the two- 
year draft given Russian soldiers, sailors face a five-year 
enlistment period softened somewhat with higher pay and 
a daily caloric intake of 3,000 calories. As of now, the 
900,000-man Soviet Navy is larger than our own. 


What Are We Doing? 


T WOULD BE HARD, on the basis of these facts, to misread 
Soviet strategy. Russia is investing billions in a modern, 
high-speed navy. Also invested are millions of precious 

tons of steel, countless new electronic instruments and mil- 
lions of man-hours of labor. The Communist world bal- 
ances such expenditures carefully against the shape of 
tomorrow. For them, at least, a future war will not be 
limited to the sky and land. 

What is the West doing to meet this challenge? Certainly 
the emphasis in both Great Britain and the U.S., the world’s 
great naval powers for the past century, has been shifted 
to air power. Since World War II, in fact, the British haven’t 
really ranked as a first-class power. 

And the U.S.—except for the kind of advanced thinking 
represented by the atomic-powered submarine Nautilus— 
has been. content to rest on the commanding leadership 
we achieved in the last war. Since 1946, the U.S. has 
built three attack carriers (a fourth is authorized) and five 
destroyer leaders. It has also stepped up its minesweeper and 
conversion program. But that’s all. 

Naval authorities, of course, have been pointing this out. 
They have been emphasizing, too, that the fleet we have 
afloat is growing obsolete. The useful life of a ship is set 
at roughly 15 years, and many of our present craft were 
launched in the 1943-44 wartime buildup. 

Men like Thomas and Admiral Robert B. Carney, U.S. 
chief of naval operations, recognize the Russian threat. Says 
Carney, “We are being challenged in a maritime sense. This 
new factor must be borne in mind in our own defense 
planning. The Soviets are building up their navy power.” 

Perhaps, now, U.S. military strategists. will be taking 
another new look at the “new look.” a

HOLLYWOOD. 

HE MOST CONTROVERSIAL figure in 

movies today is a strange, brood- 

ing, 30-year-old actor named 

Marlon Brando. There are two 

widely differing schools of thought about 

this handsome, 5-foot-10 hunk of mas- 
culinity. | 

One contends that he is a wild, crade, 

irresponsible crackpot with a talent for 


_histrionics. The other holds that he is the 


most authentic and greatest acting genius 
since the late John Barrymore. 

Because Brando has given some of the 
most brilliant performances ever flashed 
on the American screen—his latest is as 
Napoleon (see front cover) in 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox’s film version of the best-seller 
Désirée—and because he frequently con- 
sults a psychiatrist between these per- 
formances, the adherents of both schools 
are armed to the teeth with evidence. 

People who think Brando is a screw- 
ball come up with stories like these: 

One night in New York the actor and 
a girl friend were walking along a side 
street. The girl remarked that it was get- 
ting chilly. Immediately Brando left her, 
took a running start and scaled the facade 
of a nearby apartment house.. There he 
calmly climbed into a window on the sec- 
ond floor and returned with a sweater. 

Henry Fonda, who admires Brando's 
talent—both actors hail originally from 
Omaha—tells of the time he attended a 
party with Marion. 
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R BRANDO shares a joke with his fa- 
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mous son. He handles Marion's earnings, has 
invested in a big Nebraska cattle ranch for him. 


MARLON BRANDO: screwball or genius? 


There are two schools of thought on this baffling actor. Which is right? 


“I couldn’t figure Bud out,” he says. 
“He spent all evening hitting an electric- 
light cord to and fro with the side of his 
hand. Never spoke to anyone.” 

When Brando arrived in Hollywood in 
1950, he was dressed so disreputably that 
several restaurants denied him service. 
His wardrobe consisted of one blue suit 
(with ripped trousers), three pairs of blue 
jeans and one pair of shoes. Instead of 
renting a swank apartment like most new- 
comers, he moved in on an aunt and 
slept on her living-room sofa. 

One afternoon the aunt persuaded him 
to shop for decent clothes. In the depart- 
ment-store elevator he shocked her to her

toes by setting fire to the nap on his 
sweater, a harmless but spectacular trick. 

In order to prepare himself for the role 
of a paraplegic in The Men, Brando in- 
sisted on moving into the paraplegic ward 
of the San Fernando Veterans Hospital. 
He made many friends there. One night 
he went with one of them—both in wheel 
chairs—to a neighborhood bar. While they 
were drinking, a little old lady came up to 
them. : 

“Boys, don’t ever give up hoping,” she 
told them. “You must have faith. It works 
miracles. With faith, you can walk again.” 

Silence settled over the bar as Brando 
agreed to try. Slowly he forced himself 
half way up, then slumped back. 

“Please try it again,” the woman cried. 
“All you need is faith.” 

Bud tried again. He pulled himself out 
of his wheel chair, suddenly broke into an 
Irish jig. Then he went down on his knees, 
crying, “Thank God, lady, I can make my 
own living again.” 

Last year, Brando signed for $150,000 
to star in The Egyptian. He reported to 
20th Century, rehearsed with the cast 
until production date. Then he changed 
his mind, packed two suits and a tooth- 
brush and flew to New York. Here his 
psychiatrist, Dr. Bela Mittelman, an- 
nounced that Bud would be unable to play 
the role. “He is a very sick and mentally 
confused boy,” the doctor explained.

WAKE ISLAND. 
EOPLE. WHO LIVE here call it “The Rock.” It’s a 
V-shaped atoll that rises no more than 21 feet above 
the blue Pacific, 4,000-plus. miles west of California. 
The only native animals are rats, cockroaches and 

terns (a gull-like bird). There’s some scrub vegetation, but no 

vrass—and no tree more than 12 feet high. 

Nearly every day is sunny, so sunny that, until you're used 
to it, your skin blisters and your eyes water in the glare from 
the coral in a few hours. Rain comes suddenly, in drenching 
downpours, sometimes out of a clear sky. In 1952, a typhoon 
flattened every building on the island. 

Water is either distilled from the sea or captured from the 

ky. Everything else, including the dirt for some brave at- 
tempts at flower gardens, has to be imported. The female half 
of Wake’s population is continually battling with a shortage 
of bobby pins, lipstick and other amenities of civilization. 
\imost the only vehicles are rusting jeeps. 

Even so, the 500 inhabitants of Wake—employes of the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration, U.S. Weather Bureau, Pan 
\merican World Airways, Transocean Air Lines and Mid- 
Pacific Operating Group (oil)—are not unhappy. They have 
the essentials: a school, a church, a hospital, a radio station, an 
outdoor theater. Most of them are salting away money, par- 
ticularly the non-Government men who pay no income tax. 

Besides, even though it’s far from Main Street, there's 
always something happening on Wake. Historically, there was 
the epic, 16-day defense by a handful of Marines and civilians 
when the Japs invaded in 1942. There was the Truman-Mac- 
Arthur meeting. In the Korean airlift, a plane took off or 
landed on Wake every 20 minutes. (Pan American alone 
carried 114,271 passengers and 23 million pounds of cargo, 
much of it whole blood.) Currently the tiny island sees an 
average of 100 planes a week arrive or depart. Any new trou- 
ble in the Pacific would make things even busier. 

So it’s not surprising that a group of Wake Islanders, in- 
cluding Thomas Musson, CAA’s Island Manager, recently 
pooled their resources to have a light plane shipped out from 
the states. To be safe, they can’t fly more than gliding distance 
trom the speck of coral. But, as one of them puts it: “Some- 
limes you just have to get away from it all.” .
